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ALT  HOUGH  the  Sale  of  the  two  former  Editions  of  this 
Regifter  has  been  pretty  extenfive,  yet  the  Expence  of  collecting 
the  Materials,  and  of  Printing  the  Work,  was  fo  confiderable,  that 
a  third  Edition  would  probably  not  have  appeared  if  Profit  had  been  the 
ObjeCt  of  the  Editors. 

After  the  Publication  of  the  fecond  Edition,  in  1780,  the  making 
Corrections  and  Additions  in  an  interleaved  Copy  of  the  Work,  ferved 
occafionally  to  employ  a  leifure  Moment.  In  the  Courfe  of  two  Years 
thefe  Alterations  were  become  fo  numerous,  that  the  Editors  began  to 
with  to  fee  a  more  correct  Edition.  They  therefore  made  an  Offer  to 
Mr.  Johnfoiij  their  prefent  Publilher,  of  their  Services  in  revifing 
and  fuperintending  a  new  Edition,  on  Condition  only  that  he  fhould 
defray  all  the  Expences  of  the  Work.  To  this  Propofal  Mr.  John- 
fon  acceded,  and  at  the  fame  Time  undertook  to  add  an  Index  of 
Names.  This  had  been  a  defideratum  in  the  former  Editions,  which 
the  Editors,  from  the  apparent  Laborioufnefs  of  the  Undertaking, 
had  been  deterred  from  fupplying.  The  Perfon,  whom  the  Publisher 
engaged  in  this  Talk,  has  executed  it  with  a  Degree  of  Accuracy 
which  cannot  fail  to  pleafe  the  Purchafers  of  the  Work. 

In  the  former  Editions  the  Works  of  Adedical  Writers  were  added 
to  their  Names  ;  thefe  are  omitted  in  the  prefent,  in  order  to  leffen  the 
Bulk  and  Price  of  the  Volume. — A  Catalogue  of  Books,  which  formed 
Part  of  the  original  Plan,  is  likewife  now  excluded,  partly  for  the 
Reafon  juft  now  given,  and  partly  becaufe  an  Account  of  all  the  New 
Publications  in  the  different  Branches  of  Phyfic,  is  to  be  found  in  the 
London  Medical  Journal,  a  periodical  Workfet  on  Foctfince 
the  laft  Edition  of  this  Regifter  appeared,  and  which  is  now  pretty 
generally  in  the  Hands  of  Medical  Readers. 

In  this,  as  in  the  Editions  for  1779  and  1780,  the  Names  of  thofe 
Places,  the  Lifts  of  which  the  Editors  believe  to  be  accurate,  are 
printed  in  Italics 

For  the  Sake  of  Brevity,  in  the  London  Lifts,  this  Mark  f  is 
prefixed  to  the  Names  of  thofe  Phyficians  who  are  Members  of  the 
College,  and  throughout  tfie  W ork,  (as  in  the  former  Editions)  this  § 
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is  employed  to  denote  Members  of  the  Corporation  of  Surgeons  of 
London. 

The  Univerfities  at  which  the  different  Phyficians  mentioned  in  the 
Work  graduated,  and  likewife  the  Dates  of  their  Diplomas,  where- 
ever  thefe  Cireumftances  could  be  afeertained,  are  added  to  their 
Names  in  a  Parenthefis.  In  p.  12  and  1 13,  the  Title  of  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury  will  be  found  occurring  in  fuch  a  Parenthefis,  by  which 
the  Reader  is  to  underfland,  that  in  thofe  two  Inftances  the  Degree  of 
M.  D.  has  been  conferred  by  that  Prela.e,  a  Part  of  whofe  Privileges 
it  is  to  create  a  certain  Number  of  DoCtors  (three  if  w'e  miftake  not) 
in  each  of  the  feveral  Faculties  of  Divinity,  Phyfic,  and  Civil  Law. 

As  almofta  Year  has  elapfed  fince  the  fir  ft  Sheets  of  the  Work  were 
printed,  many  Changes  have  happened,  that  have  rendered  a  confider- 
able  Number  of  Corrections  neceflary ;  many  Communications  have 
likewife  been  received  while  the  Work  has  been  in  the  Prefs.  v  All 
thefe  Alterations  and  Additions  are  given  in  the  Appendix,  which, 
brings  the  Corrections  down  to  the  prefent  Day.  Care  has  been  taken 
to  incorporate  in  the  Index  all  the  Names  that  occur  in  the  Appendix, 
. — A  feparate  Index  is  given  of  the  Deaths.

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The  Royal  College  of  Phyficians. 

The  abufes  committed  by  ignorant  and  illiterate  perfons  in  the  prac- 
tice  of  phyfic,  do  not  feem  to  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  lcgifla- 
ture  till  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  when  an  aft  was  palled,  the  preamble 
to  which  fets  forth,  that  “  Forafmuch  as  the  fcience  and  cunning  of  phy- 
“  fic  and  furgery  (to  the  perfedl  knowledge  whereof  be  requifite  both 
“  great  learning  and  ripe  experience)  is  daily  within  this  realm  exercified 
“•by  a  great  multitude  of  ignorant  perfons,  of  whom  the  greatell  part 
“  have  no  manner  of  inlight  in  the  fame,  nor  in  any  other  kind  of  learn- 
“  ing  ;  fo  far  forth,  that  common  artificers,  as  fmiths,  weavers,  and 
“  women,  boldly  and  aceuftomably  take  upon  them  great  cures,  and 
“  things  of  great  difficulty,  in  the  which  they  partly  ufe  forcery  and 
“  witchcraft,  partly  apply  fuch  medicines  unto  the  difeafe  as  be  very 
“  noxious,  and  nothing  meet  therefore,  to  the  high  difpleafure  of  God, 
“  great  injury  to  the  Faculty,  and  the  grievous  hurt,  damage,  and  de- 
“  ilrudlion  of  many  of  the  king’s  liege  people,  moll  efpeciaily  of  them. 
“  that  cannot  difcern  the  uncunning  from  the  cunning.”  The  aft  then, 
goes  on  ta  enadl  that  noperfon,  lhall  pradlife  phyfic  or  furgery  within  the 
city  of  London,  or  feven  miles  thereof,  without  being  firlt  examined  and 
approved  by  the  bilhop  of  London,  or  the  dean  of  St.  Paul’s,  (who  lhall 
call  >0  their  affillance  four  doctors  of  phyfic  ;  and  for  furgery,  other  ex¬ 
pert  perfons  in  that  faculty)  upon  pain  of  being  fined  five  pounds  for  every 
month  fuch  perfons  lhall  pradtife  without  being  thus  admitted.  By  this 
adl  fimilar  powers  were  given  to  the  bilhop  of  every  dioccfe  for  the  exa¬ 
mination  of  perfons  pradlifing  in  the  country. 

Seven  years  after  this,  that  is  in  the  ioth  of  Henry  VIII.  the  phyficians 
were  incorporated  into  a  college,  with  a  power  to  eledt  a  prelident,  to 
have  a  common  feal,  to  purchafe  lands,  and  to  make  llatutes  and  ordi¬ 
nances  for  the  government  and  correflion  of  the  college,  and  of  all  perlons 
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pradhfing  phylic  within  the  city  of  London,  and  a  circuit  of  fcven  miles 
round  it.  By  this  charter  (which  is  faid  to  be  granted, at  the  requell  of 
the  following  perforis;  John  Chambre  *,  Thomas  Linacre  f,  and  Fer¬ 
nanda  de  Victoria,  phyficians  to  the  king;  Nicholas  Halfwell,  John 
Fraunces  and  Robert  Yaxley,  phyficians,  and  Cardinal  Wolfey)  it  is 
likewife  enadled,  that  no  pcrfon  lhall  be  permitted  to  pradtife  in  any 
county  of  England  or  Wales,  without  having  firit  been  examined  by, 
and  received  letters  teftimoniaf  from  the  prefident  and  three  or  more  of 
the  eledls,  unlefs  he  be  a  graduate  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge ;  but  even  a 
graduate  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge  has  no  right  to  pradtife  within  feven 
miles  of  the  city,  until  he  has  been  admitted  of  the  college.  The  letters 
tefthnonial  are  granted  after  a  fingle  examination,  which  is  in  Latin,  and 
commonly  on  different  fubjedts  of  anatomy,  phyliology,  and  the  pradtice 
of  phylic ;  and  then  the  name  of  the  perfon  to  whom  they  are  granted, 
and  the  county  he  means  to  pradtife  in,  are  regiltered  in  the  college  books. 
The  other  privileges  conferred  by  this  charter  have  been  confirmed  and 
enlarged  at  different  times  fince.  In  1540,  (32d  of  Henry  VIIL)  an  adl 
was  paffed  to  difcharge  the  members  of  the  college  from  ferving  pariih 
offices,  and  to  empower  them  to  depute  four  of  their  body  annually  to  in- 
fpedt  the  Ihops  of  apothecaries.  In  1553,  (ill  of  Mary)  power  was  given 
to  the  prefident  to  commit  to  prifon  offenders  againft  that  and  former  adds 
paffed  in  favour  of  the  college.  And  more  lately  Hill,  viz.  in  1723,  (12th 
ol  George  I.)  an  adl  was  paffed  “  for  the  better  viewing,  fearching,  and 
“  examining  of  all  drugs,  medicines,  waters,  oils,  and  compofitions 
“  ufed,  or  to  be  ufed  in  medicine,  in  all  places  where  the  fame  lhall  be 
“  expofed  to  fale,  or  kept  for  that  purpofe,  within  the  city  of  London 
“  and  fuburbs  thereof,  or  within  feven  miles  circuit  of  the  faid  city.” 
This  adl,  after  recapitulating  the  former  adts  that  had  been  paffed,  enadts 
that  “  the  cenfors  of  the  college,  calling  to  their  affiltance  the  wardens 
*c  cf  the  apothecaries,  may,  in  the  dayitime,  enter  into  any  apothecary’s 
“  Ihop,  within  feven  miles  of  London,  to  examine  the  medicines,  and 
may  deftroy  all  drugs,  &c.  not  meet  to  be  ufed  in  medicine.”  Ferfons 
refilling  fearch  are  to  forfeit  ten  pounds. 

By  an  adl  paffed  in  1774  (14th  Geo.  III.)  for  the  regulation  of  private 
mad-houfes,  the  college  are  empowered  to  eledl  annually  five  fellows  as 
commiffioners  for  licenfing  houies  for  the  reception  of  lunatics  within 
feven  miles  of  London,  or  in  any  part  of  the  county  of  Middlefex.  The 
eiedtion  is  to  take  place  on  the  lait  day  of  September,  or  if  that  day  falls 
upona  Sunday,  then  upon  the  firft  day  of  Odlober.  In  cafe  there  rhall 
at  any  time  not  be  found  a  fufficient  number  of  fellows  qualified  or  willing 
to  adl  as  commiffioners,  the  deficiency  is  to  be  made  up  from  among  the 
licentiates. — Within  fourteen  days  after  fuch  eledlion,  the  commiffioners 
are  to  eledt  u  proper  perfon  to  be  their  fecretary.- — The  commiffioners,  or 
any  three  of  them,  are  diredled  to  meet  annually  on  the  third  Wcdnefdav 
in  Odlober,  or  within  ten  days  afterwards,  in  order  to  grant  licences, 
which  are  to  be  damped  with  a  5  s.  llamp.  They  are  empowered  to  re¬ 
ceive  10 1.  for  every  licence  for  the  reception  ot  ten  patients,  and  for 
above  that  number  15  1.  No  licence  can  authorize  any  perfon  to  keep 

*  A  portrait  of  this  phyfician  is  in  the  pidlurc  of  the  delivery  of  the  charter  to  the 
furgeons  company. 

The  plan  of  this  indication  is  laid  to  have  been  fir  ft  projected  by  this  celebrated  phy- 
Itcian,  and,  the  Letters  Latent  foi  it  obtained  by  his  intcrcft  with  Cardinal  Wolley. 
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more  than  one  houfe  ;  and  any  perfon,  who  without  fuch  a  licence,  keeps 
more  than  one  infane  patient  in  his  houfe,  is  liable  to  forfeit  500I. — Nro 
licence  is  to  be  granted  to  any  perfon  without  recognizance  in  100I.  with 
fureties. — Perfons  fo  licenfed  are  within  three  days  after  the  admiffion  of 
a  patient  into  their  houfe  (except  in  the  cafe  of  paupers  fent  thither  by 
parifh  officers)  to  give  notice  to  the  fecretary,  in  writing,  of  the  name  of 
the  patient,  together  with  the  names  and  places  of  abode  of  the  perfon 
by  whofe  orders  he  has  been  received,  and  of  the  phyfician,  furgeon  or 
apothecary,  who  have  certified  that  he  is  infane. — -The  commiffioners  are 
empowered  to  infpeft  licenfed  lioufes  as  often  as  they  (hall  think  proper, 
and  keepers  refilling  them  admittance  are  to  forfeit  their  licence  *. 

Linacre,  to  whom  the  medical  profeffion  is  Angularly  indebted,  was 
the  firft  prefident  of  the  college,  and  continued  in  that  office  till  his  death, 
which  happened  feven  years  afterwards,  when  he  bequeathed  to  the  col¬ 
lege  his  houfe  in  Kni^ht-rider-ftreet,  in  which  the  meetings  had  been 
held  during  his  life-time.  From  this  houfe,  however,  the  college  after¬ 
wards  removed  to  Amen-Corner,  where  the  immortal  Harvey  erefted  a 
library  and  a  public  hall  for  them  in  the  year  1652,  and  four  years  after 
this,  brought  the  deeds  of  his  ellate,  and  prefented  them  in  perfon  to  the 
college.  This  ellate,  which  confills  of  about  forty-feven  acres,  is  fituated 
at  Burmarlh  in  Kent,  and  is  now  called  the  Harvey-land.  The  particu¬ 
lar  purpofes  of  this  donation  were  the  inllitution  of  an  annual  feaft  on  the 
i-8th  of  Oftober,  at  which  a  Latin  oration  f  fhould  be  fpoken  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  their  benefactors ;  a  gratuity  for  the  orator;  and  a  pro- 
vifton  for  the  librarian.  The  celebrated  founder  had  the  fatisfaClion  to 
be  prefent  at  the  firft  meeting,  which  took  place  only  a  few  months  before 
his  death. 

Two  other  members  of  the  college,  Dr.  Richard  Caldwall  and  Dr, 
Theodore  Guidon,  had  feveral  years  before  this  teilified  their  regard  to 
the  interefts  of  their  profeffion  by  founding  annual  ledtures;  and  towards 
the  clofe  of  the  laft  century,  the  college  was  indebted  to  Dr.  William 
Croone  for  another  inftitution  of  the  fame  nature.  The  lectures  founded 
by  Caldwall  J  are  confined  to  anatomy  and  furgery.  The  Gulftonian|| 
leClures  are  on  any  medical  fubjeCl  the  leClurer  choofes  to  adopt.  The 
Cronian  difeourfes  are  to  be  on  mufcular  motion  ;  the  founder.  Dr. 
Croone,  who  was  a  Grefham  profeffor  and  one  of  the  firft  members  of  the 
Royal  Society,  having  publifhed  a  volume  on  that  fubjeCl.  Each  of  thefe 
inftitutions  is  for  three  ledlures.  The  Gu'ftonian  difeourfes  are  to  be  de¬ 
livered  in  Englifh  ;  the  others  in  Latin. 

*  By  the  fame  adV  fimilai;  powers  are  vefted  in  the  juftiees  of  the  peace  for  the  different 
counties  of  England  and  Wales,  for  licenfing  and  infpedting  private  mad-houfes  fituated 
beyond  feven  miles  from  London,  or  out  of  the  county  of  Middlefcx. — Nothing  in  this  adt 
extends  to  public  hofpitals.

P°‘c-  J*was.‘n  tllC  courfc  thefe  ledtures  that  the  immortal  Harvey,  who  was  appointed 
to  read  them  in  1615,  publicly  delivered  his  dodtrincs  concerning  the  circulation. 

||  Dr.  Gulfton,  who  died  in  1632,  bequeathed  the  fum  of  200I.  for  this  purpofe.  The 
lectures  arc  to  I  e  read  fometime  between  Michaelmas  and  Eafter  by  one  of  the  lour  youngeft 
tellovv*  of  the  collage,  1  ° 
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The  college  having  been  confumed  by  the  fire  of  London,  and  the 
ground  being  only  upon  leafe,  anew  building  was  ere&ed  near  the  north- 
weft  corner  of  Warwick -lane.  This  edifice,  which  eminently  deferves  to 
be  confidered  among  the  ornaments  of  the  city,  is  unlucky  in  its  fttuation, 
which  docs  not  allow  it  to  be  ieen  to  advantage.  The  entrance,  which 
is  grand,  is  under  an  o&angular  theatre,  finifhing  in  a  dome.  This  was 
built  by  Sir  Chriftopher  Wren.  The  central  building,  in  which  are  the 
library  and  other  rooms  of  ftate  and  convenience,  was  defigned  by  Inigo. 
Jones.  In  this  building  the  college  -have  not  been  deficient  in  gratitude 
to  the  memory  of  their  benefa&ors.  Befides  an  infcription  in  honour  of 
Dr.  Harvey  on  the  great  ftair-cafe,  there  is  a  pi&ure  and  a  buft#  of  that 
celebrated  man  in  the  principal  apartment  of  the  college.  Here  likewife 
are  the  bulls  of  Sydenham  and  Mead,  together  with  the  portraits  of 
feveral  prefidents  of  the  college,  and  of  many  eminent  phyftcians.  Some 
of  thefe  were  benefaftors  to  the  college  ;  of  this  number  was  Dr.  Baldwin 
Harney,  who,  in  1708,  bequeathed  to  it  his  manfion-houfe  of  Alhlins, 
in  Efiex,  together  with  three  hundred  and  fifty-feven  acres  of  land  ;  and 
the  fon  of  this  phyfician  was  fo  far  from  being  difpleafed  at  his  father’s 
munificence,  that  we  find  him  fome  years  afterwards,  contributing  to¬ 
wards  repairing  and  ornamenting  the  college.  The  other  principal  por¬ 
traits  are  thofe  of  Vefalius,  Sir  Theodore  Mayerne,  (who  bequeathed  his 
library  to  the  college)  Dr.  Goodall,  Dr.  Radclift'e,  Dr.  Pellett,  Dr.  Ty- 
fon.  Sir  Hans  Sloane,  and  Dr.  Freind. 

The  members  of  the  college  are  diftinguilhed  into  three  claftes,  of  fel¬ 
lows,  candidates,  and  licentiates.  They  all  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  in 
practice,  but  the  two  latter  have  no  lharein  the  management  of  the  col¬ 
lege.  Phyftcians,  who  have  graduated  at  Oxford,  or  Cambridge,  or  at 
Trinity-college,  Dublin,  after  going  through  the  ufual  examinations, 
are  admitted  into  the  clafs  of  candidates,  and  the  year  following  are  re¬ 
ceived  fellows.  Phyftcians  who  have  graduated  in  any  other  univerfity 
are  admitted  as  licentiates.  But  a  member  who  has  been  feven  years  a 
licentiate  may  become  a  candidate  for  a  fellowlhip.  Formerly,  perfons 
were  admitted  into  the  clafs  of  licentiates  without  having  taken  any  de¬ 
gree  in  Phyftc ;  but  by  a  late  regulation  of  the  college,  no  perfon  can 
henceforward  be  examined  for  a  town  licence  who  is  not  a  doftor  of  Phyftc, 
of  at  leaft  twenty-fix  years  of  age,  and  who  has  not  ftudied  two  whole 
years  in  fome  reputable  univerfity.  Both  fellows  and  licentiates,  previous 
to  their  admiflion,  undergo  the  fame  trials,  which  confill  of  three  exami¬ 
nations  in  Latin,  at  three  feveral  monthly  meetings,  before  the  prefideut 
and  cenfors  ;  and,  if  approved  of  by  thefe,  are  ufually  admitted  at  the 
next  enfuing  quarterly  meeting.  Nothing  can  be  more  liberal  and  candid 
than  thefe  examinations. 

There  are  four  ordinary  and  fixed  meetings  ( comitia  tnajora  et  fo!e?inia) 
of  the  college  in  the  courfe  of  the  year.  One  of  thefe  is  on  the  day  after

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St.  Michael,  for  the  election  of  a  prefident,  and  the  other  officers  of  the 
college.  It  feldom  happens,  however,  that  a  new  prefident  is  appointed 
every  year.  The  learned  and  worthy  phylician,  who  is  now  at  the  head 
of  the  college,  has  been  defervedly  continued  in  the  chair  feveral  years. 
The  other  officers  of  the  college  are  four  cenfors,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is,  in 
conjunction  with  the  prefident,  to  examine  the  phyficians  who  prefen t 
themfelves  to  the  college  to  be  admitted  as  candidates  or  licentiates  : 
feven  elefts,  out  of  which  number  is  elefted  the  prefident,  and  who  are 
likewife  empowered,  in  conjundtion  with  the  prefident,  to  examine  and 
grant  teftimonials  to  phyficians  pradtifing  in  the  country  ;  a  treafurer,  and 
a  regifter.  The  fecond  meeting  is  on  the  day  after  St.  Thomas ;  the 
third  on  the  day  after  Palm  Sunday,  and  the  fourth  on  the  day  after  St. 
John  Baptift.  No  bufinefs  can  be  tranfadled  at  either  of  thefe  meetings, 
unlefs  the  prefident  and  twelve  fellows  are  prefent.  Befides  thefe  there  are 
monthly,  or  leffer  meetings,  ( comitia  minora)  which  are  compofed  of  the 
prefident  and  cenfors,  and  are  chiefly  intended  for  the  examination  of 
phyficians,  who  prefent  themfelves  to  be  admitted  of  the  college;  or  of

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The  CORPORATION  of  SURGEONS. 

WE  had  occafion,  in  our  account  of  the  College  of  Phyficians,  to 
fpeak  of  the  aft  of  parliament  which  firfl  laid  a  reftraint  on  the 
practice  of  phyfic  and  furgery  in  this  kingdom.  Soon  after  this,  viz.  in 
the  33d  year’ of  Plenry  VIII.  the  Surgeons  were  incorporated  with  the 
Barbers,  under  the  united  title  of  Barbers  and  Surgeons.  There  is  a  paint¬ 
ing*  extant  in  Barber’s  Hall,  done  by  the  famous  Holbein,  the  fubjeft  of 
which  is  K.  Henry  V 1 1 T .  giving  the  Surgeons  their  charter. 

From  the  complaints  made  by  Thomas  Gale,  a  furgical  writer  of  thofe 
days,  it  would  feem  as  if  the  profeffion  was  not  much  benefited  by  this 
incorporation.  “  I  have,  myfelf,  fays  he,  (in  a  volume  of  his  works 
“  dated  in  1566,)  in  the  time  ofKing  Henry  VIIL  holpe  to  furnifh  out 
“  of  London  in  one  year,  which  ferved  by  lea  and  land,  threefcore  and 
“  twelve  furgeons,  which  were  good  workmen,  and  well  able  to  ferve, 
“  and  all  Englilhmen.  At  this  prefent  day  there  are  not  thirty- four  of 
“  all  the  whole  company  of  Englifhmen,  and  yet  the  moft  part  of  them 
“  be  in  noblemen’s  fervice,  fo  that,  if  we  fliould  have  need,  I  do  not 
“  know  where  to  find  twelve  fufficient  men.  What  do  I  fay?  fufficient 
men  :  nay,  I  would  there  were  ten  amongll  all  the  company,  worthy  to 
“  be  called  furgeons.” 

In  the  5  th  of  Charles  I.  the  Surgeons  were  by  letters  patent  authorifed 
to  eleft  ten  of  their  members  to  be  examiners  ;  and  it  was  ordered  that 
no  perfon  fhould  praftife  furgery  within  the  liberties  of  London  and  Wefl- 
minfter,  or  within  feven  miles  thereof,  without  having  been  previoufly 
approved  by  two  or  more  of  thefe  examiners.  This  fanftion  was  a  fuffi¬ 
cient  authority  for  praftifing  furgery  in  any  part  of  England.  The  Sur¬ 
geons  continued  thus  incorporated  with  the  Barbers,  till  the  year  1745, 
and  having  the  fame  common  hall,  which  was  built  by  Inigo  Jones.  In 
this  hall  there  was  a  fpacious  theatre  for  anatomical  ledures.  At  that 
period  the  Surgeons  applied  to  parliament  for  a  feparation,  which  they 
let  forth  would  greatly  contribute  to  the.improvement  of  furgery.  An  ad 
was  accordingly  palled,  making  them  diftinft  and  feparate  companies,  and 
the  Surgeons  were  incorporated  anew  by  the  name  of  the  Mafers,  Gover¬ 
nors,  ar.d  Commonalty  of  the  Art  and  Science  of  Surgeons  of  London. 

By  this  ad  they  were  confirmed  in  the  poiTeffion  of  all  their  former  pri¬ 
vileges,  and  empowered  to  eled  a  mailer,  two  wardens,  a  court  of  affifl-

the  Dramatis  Perfon*  in  his  hiftorical  play  on  that  monarch’s  reign. — John  Chambre  was 
fpoken  ot  in  our  account  of  the  college  as  one  of  the  petitioners  for  the  charter.— Thomas 
Vycary,  ferjeant  furgeon  to  four  fuccellive  fuvereigns,  viz.  Henry  VIII.  Edward  VI.  Mary 
and  Elizabeth,  was  likewife  furgeon  to  St.  E  -  tholomew’s  Hofpital,  and  author  of  an  ana¬ 
tomical  work,  which  is  worthy  of  notice  only  from  its  being  the  firft  that  was  publilhcd  in 
the  Englilh  language.— Richard  l'erc'.s  was  afterwards  ferjeant  furgeon  to  Queen  Elizabeth  ; 
it  was  under  this  perfon  that  Thomas  Gale  (quoted  above)  received  his  education. 
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ants,  confining  of  twenty-one  perfons,  ten  of  whom  are  examiners :  but 
the  fine  hall  in  Monkwell-ftreet,  and  the  eftates  of  the  united  company 
were  given  to  the  Barbers,  excepting  the  fum  of  five  hundred  and  ten 
pounds,  and  a  rent-charge  of  fixteen  pounds,  which  had  been  given  to 
the  united  company,  the  former  by  Edward  Arris,  for  annual  lectures  on 
the  mufcles,  and  the  latter  by  John  Gale,  for  one  anatomical  lecture. 
Both  thefe  were  adigned  over  to  the  Surgeons.  There  were  other  claufes 
in  this  aft  to  enable  the  new  company  to  make  by-laws,  and  to.  eleft  a 
mailer  and  wardens  annually,  on  the  fird  Thurfday  in  July.  They  were 
likevvife  empowered  to  examine  every  candidate  appointed  to  ferve  as  a 
furgeon  or  furgeon’s  mate,  either  in  the  army  or  navy.  The  firit  mader, 
wardens,  examiners,  and  thirteen  of  the  court  of  aflidants  were  named  in 
the  aft. 

Soon  after  this  the  company  erefted  a  hall  in  the  Old  Bailey,  in  which 
there  is  a  handfome  theatre  for  anatomical  leftures,  and  other  fpacious 
apartments.  The  court  of  examiners  meet  on  the  fird  and  third  Thurf- 
days  of  every  month  for  the  purpofe  of  admitting  members  ;  or  for  exa¬ 
mining  furgeons  or  furgeons’  mates,  for  the  army  and  navy.  The  exa¬ 
minations  are  in  Englilh,  and  the  members  who  mean  to  praftife  in  the 
country  pay  only  half  the  fees  of  admiflion,  but  fign  a  bond  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  remainder  in  cafe  they  come  to  refide  and  praftife  within  the 
jurifdiftion  of  the  company.

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The  SOCIETY  of  APOTHECARIES. 

THIS  Company  confifts  of  a  Mailer,  two  Wardens,  twenty-one 
Afiiftants,  a  Livery  of  an  hundred  and  twenty-fix  Members,  and  an 
Unlimited  Yeomanry.  At  the  time  of  their  incorporation,  in  1617,  there 
•were  only  an  hundred  and  four  Apothecaries  Ihops  within  the  city  and 
fuburbs.  In  the  great  room  of  their  hall,  which  is  in  Black-friars,  are 
Portraits  of  K.  James  I.  K.  Charles  I.  K.  William  and  Queen  Mary  ; 
and  likewife  of  the  late  Sir  Benjamin  Rawlings,  and  fome  other  Mailers 
of  the  Company.  In  the  fame  apartment  is  a  bud  of  Dr.  Gid&on 
Delaun,  who  was  Apothecary  to  K.  James  I.  and  a  conilderable  bene¬ 
factor  to  the  Company. 

In  this  hall  are  two  laboratories,  one  for  chemical,  and  the  other  for 
Galenical  preparations.  The  fund  for  each  of  thefe  departments  condi- 
tutes  a  feparate  dock,  which  is  divided  into  a  certain  number  of  {hares, 
the  Proprietors  of  which  mud  be  Members  of  the  Company.  No  perfoa 
is  allowed  to  have  more  than  one  lhare  in  each  fund.  The  fund  for  the 
chemical  department  is  called  the  Laboratory  Stock,  and  that  for  the  Ga¬ 
lenical,  the  Navy  Stock,  the  medicine  cheds  for  the  Navy  Surgeons  being 
fupplied  from  the  Galenical  fide  of  the  hall.  The  Proprietors  of  the 
Navy  Stock,  likewife  furnilh  the  medicine  cheds  for  the  Army  and  Ead 
India  Company.  A  committee  of  Managers,  and  a  certain  number  of 
Auditors  to  examine  the  accounts,  are  choi'en  annually  by  ballot  for  each 
department. 

The  Company  have  a  botanic  garden  at  Chelfea,  which  was  be¬ 
queathed  to  them  by  the  late  Sir  Hans  Sloane,  Bart,  on  condition  of 
their  delivering  annually  to  the  Royal  Society  fifty  fpecimens  of  plants, 
the  growth  of  this  garden,  until  the  number  fhould  amount  to  two  thoa- 
fand.  A  Botanic  Le&ure  is  occafionally  given  here  by  the  Company’s 
Demondrator. 

The  Correfpondent  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  fome  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  particulars,  has  likewife  favoured  us  with  an  account  of  the  Com¬ 
pany’s  herbarixings.  Thefe  meetings  are  didinguilhed,  it  feems,  into 
private  and  general  herbarizings.  The  firit  of  thefe  are  intended  to 
promote  a  tafte  for  Botany  among  the  young  gentlemen  who  are  appren¬ 
tices  to  the  Company,  and  are  held  on  the  fecond  Tuefday  of  April,  May, 
June,  Augud,  and  September,  at  Putney,  Hackney,  Turnhain  Green, 
Tottenham,  or  fome  other  village  in  the  neighbourhood  of  London.  On 
thefe  occafions  the  Company’s  Demondrator  and  the  young  Perfons  who 
mean  to  be  of  the  party,  breakfad  together  at  fome  place  near  town,  and 
from  thence  ramble  over  the  fields  till  dinner  time,  in  fearch  of  plants. 
When  they  have  reached  the  place  appointed  for  the  dinner,  the  coliefliori 
is  difplayed  upon  a  table,  and  the  Demondrator;  in  the  prefence  of  the 
Mader  and  the  red  of  the  Company,  calls  upon  his  pupils  to  name  the 
plants.  At  the  end  of  the  feafon  the  young  gentleman  who  has  excelled 
the  red  of  his  companions  in  thefe  trials  of  lkill,  receives  a  premium 
from  the  hands  of  the  Mader  or  Senior  Warden,  as  the  reward  of  his  di¬ 
ligence  and  attention.  This  premium  confilts  of  fome  book  on  the  fub- 
jeft  of  Botany. 
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The  expence  of  the  fird  and  lad  of  thefc  private  herbarizing  feafts  is 
defrayed  by  the  Company  out  of  their  own  fund.  Each  of  the  four  other 
meetings  is  at  the  cod  of  fome  individual  Member,  who  is  called  upon  in 
his  turn  for  this  purpofe,  and  who  is  obliged  to  pay  a  certain  fine  in  cafe 
he  refufes  to  Itud,  as  it  is  called,  01  in  otner  words  to  defray  the  exppnce 
of  the  feaft. 

The  General  Herbarizing  takes  place  only  once  a  year,  in  the 
month  of  July.  On  this  occafion  the  Demondrator  and  fome  of 
the  other  Members  who  are  of  the  Court  of  Aflidants,  make  a  botanic 
excurfion  to  fome  didance,  generally  thirty  or  forty  miles  from  London. 
They  bring  back  with  them  the  fcarce  plants  they  have  colleded  in  their 
tour,  after  which  the  company  dine  together.

The  Humane  Society.  Thev  fiifl  cflablifliment  for  the  recovery  of 
drowned  perlons  was  fet  on  foot  at  Amflerdam,  in  1767.  The  views  adopted  by 
this  benevolent  fociety  were  to  inform  the  common  people  of  the  meafures  that 
may  be  mod;  effectually  employed  in  thefe  cafes  ;  to  caution  them  againfl  practices 
which  have  hitherto  been  frequently  .employed,  but  which  experience  has  now 
fhewn  to  be  pernicious ;  to  infligate  them,  by  proper  rewards,  to,  the  exertion  of 
every  endeavour  for  the  recovery  of  life  apparently  lofl ;  an.d  to  defray  any  ex- 
pences  that  might  be  incurred  in  fuch  humane  attempts.  In  1774,  a  fimilar  infli- 
tution  took  place  in  London,  under  the  name  of  the  Humane  Society. 
Since  that  time  fubferiptions  have  been  railed  at  Liverpool,  Cheflcr,  Colchefler, 
and  other  places,  for  co-operating  with  the  London  Society. 

The  fociety  give  a  premium  of  four  guineas  whenever  life  has  been  reflored  ; 
and  one  of  two  guineas  for  every  unfuccefsful  attempt,  provided  the  mode  of 
treatment  preferibed  by  the  fociety  has  been  perfevered  in  two  hours.  A  great 
number  of  rcfpeftable  praClitioncrs  in  London,  and  other  places,  have  engaged  to 
give  their  afliftance,  gratis,  towards  promoting  the  views  of  this  inflitution.  The 
following  is  the  plan  of  treatment  recommended  by  the  fociety  in  their  laft  pub¬ 
lication. 

Plan. — I.  The  unfortunate  perfon  is  to  be  conveyed  carefully  to  the  nearefl 
public  or  other  houfe  open  for  its  reception,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  ex¬ 
tinction  of  any  fmall  remains  of  life  that  may  exifl  :  For  this  purpofe  the  head  is 
to  be  raife$  a  little,  as  in  bed,  and  the  body  fliould  be  carried  in  a  natural  and  eafy 

poflure,  as  in  the  fame  fituation. 

II.  The  objeCt  is  to  be  immediately  flripped,  and  laid  on  a  warm  bed,  and  the 
[kin  well  dried  with  heated  flannels;  or  if  the  body  was  naked  at  the  time  of  the  ac¬ 
cident,  it 'is  then  to  be  furrounded  as  expeditioufly  as  poflible  with  a  hot  blanket, 
and  thoroughly  dried  with  coarfe  cloths  or  flannels. 

III.  When  the  air  is  very  cold,  or  moij,  the  variofis  methods  of  treatment  are  to 
be  made  ufe  of  near  a  large  fire,  or  in  a  heated  apartment.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
the  weather  is  warm,'  or  jultry,  (as  in  the  fummer  feafon)  the  windows  and  door  of 
the  room  fhould  be  opened  and  in  every  other  poflible  way  a  cool  refrcfhing  air 
obtained  ;  as  it  is  of  the  greateft  importance  in  bringing  forward  the  latent  [park  of 
life,  or  in  reftorinff  natural  breathing. 

IV.  No  perfons1  are  to  be  admitted,  but  thofe  who  are  aflually  employed  in  ex¬ 
erting  their  utmoft  endeavours  for  the  recovery  of  the  unfortunate  objea  ;  fix  people 
are  therefore  the  greatefl  number  that  can  ever  prove  tifeful  on  fuch  occafions ; 
and  thofe  who  are  by-flanders  for  the  fake  of  curiofity  fliould  be  requefted  to 
withdraw,  as  their  prefence  may  retard,  or  totally  prevent  the  operation. 

V.  The 
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V.  Tbc  fki n  is  to  be  gently  rubbed  with  common  fait,  and  a  warming-pan 
heated  (the  body  being  furrounded  with  flannel)  may  lightly  be  moved  up  and 
down  the  back  for  a  confiderable  time.  Square  bottles,  filled  witji  Lot  water,  8:c, 
or  heated  tiles,  covered  with  flannel,  may  be  efficacioufly  applied  to  the  foies  of  the 
feet,  palms  of  the  hands,  and  other  parts  of  the  body. 

VI.  When  the  methods  recommended  have  been  made  ufe  of  for  an  hour  or  more 
unfuccelsfully,  and  any  bahe-houjc ,  brciv-houfc,  or  warm  bath  is  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  or  can  be.  readily  obtained,  the  body  fhould  be  carefully  conveyed  to  luch  an 
apartment,  and  remain  furrounded  with  either  of  the  warm  fubflances  for  three  or 

four  hours,  in  order  to  afford  every  poflible  aid  for  the  return  of  life. - If  a 

child  has  been  drowned,  its  body  fhould  be  wiped  perfe&ly  dry,  and  immediately 
placed  in  bed  between  two  people  of  good  confiitutions  ;  the  falutary  effefls  of  the 
natural  vital  warmth  have  been  clearly  proved  in  a  variety  of  fuccefsful  cafes. 

VII.  The  body  is  to  be  rubbed  with. flannels,  fprinkled  with  fpints,  as  rum  or 
geneva,  and  fomentations  of  hot  brandy  are  to  be  applied  to  the  bread,  &c.  and 
often  renewed.  The  nolljils  may  be  every  now  and  then  tickled  with  a  feather, 
and  fnuff,  hart/hern,  or  eau  de  luce,  fhould  be  occafionally  made  ufe  of,  to  excite 
fncezing,  if  poflible.  While  the  various  means  of  recovery  are  made  ufe  of  by  the 
<i//ijlants,  the  body  is  to  Ire  well  fhaken  even,’  ten  minutes,  in  order  to  render  the 
procefs  more  certainly  fuccefsful ;  and  the  bodies  of  children  in  particular  are  to  be 
much  agitated,  by  taking  hold  of  their  arms  and  legs  frequently,  and  for  a  conti¬ 
nuance  of  time".  In  a  variety  of  inftanres  agitation,  in  conjunftion  with  the  me¬ 
thods  laid  down,  has  forwarded  the  recovery  of  boys  who  had  been  drowned,  and 
continued  for  a  confiderable  time  apparently  dead. 

VIII.  The  fmojee  of  tobacco  thrown  up  the  fundament  fhould  be  ranked  amongfl 
the  earliefl  applications  ;  if  a  fumigator  mould  not  be  at  hand,  the  common  pipe 
will  anfwer  the  purpofe  of  applying  this  vapour  to  the  bowels.  So  eafv  and  impor¬ 
tant  an  operation  fhould  be  repeatedly  performed,  as  the  good  effefts  of  tobaccj- 
fmoke  have  been  proved  in  many  cafes. 

IX.  One  of  the  alfiflants  is  to  blow  with  confiderable  force  through  a  cloth  or 
handkerchief  applied  to  the  mouth  of  the  objef),  in  order  to  introduce  air  into  the 
lungs;  the  noflrils  at  the  fame  time  fhould  be  clofed  with  one  hand,  and  the  chefi 
ge.  tly  prefliad  with  the  other,  fo  as  to  expel  noxious  vapours;  and  ip  the  procefs 
natural  breathing  is  to  be  imitated  as  much  as  poflible 

X.  If  there  be  any  figns  of  returning  life,  fuch  as  figbing,  gafping,  convujfive 
motions,  pulfation,  or  a  natural  warmth,  a  fpoonful  of  any  warm  liquid  may  be 
admimftered  :  and  if  it  proves  that  the  power  of  fwallowing  is  returned,  then  a 
cordial  of  warm  brandy  or  wine  may  be  given  irt  fmall  quantities  with  great 
advantage. 

**'*  Bleeding  is  never  to  he  employed  in  fuch  cafes,  unlefs  by  the  dire&ion  of 
ore  of  the  medical  afliflants,  or  fome  other  refpe&able  gentleman  of  tiie  faculty, 
who  has  paid  attention  to  fuch  unfortunate  accidents. 

The  methods  whiefi  have  been  fo  fully  recommended,  are  to  be  made  ufe  of 
with  vigour  for  two  hours,  or  upwards,  although  no  favourable  circumflances  fhould 
ar-.fc  ;  for  it  is  a  vulgar  and  dangerous  opinion  to  fuppofe  that  perfons  are  irre¬ 
coverable,  becaufe  life  does  not  foon  make  its  appearance;  it  is  an  opinion  that 
has  been  productive  cf  an  immenfc  number  of  the  feemingly  dead  being  committed 
to  the  grave,  who  might  have  been  restored  to  life  by  refolutim  and pcr~ 
fevcrance  in  the  plans  of  treatment  now  recommended, 

+p+  I  he  Society  think  it  proper  to  obferve,  that  mod  of  the  above  means  of 
refloration  are  Applicable  to  various  other  cafes  of  apparent  death;  whether  from 
hanging,  apoplectic  and  convulfive  fils,  cold,  fuffocation  by  damps,  or  noxious 
vapours  proceeding  from  coal-mines,  the  confined  air  of  wells,  cillcrns,  caves,  or 
the  niufl  of  fermenting  liquors, 

Whenever  any  good  has  been  produced  by  the  means  recommended,  the  perfon 
who  has  fuperi  11  tended  the  cure  is  defired  to  write  a  circumflantial  account  of  it  to 
Dr,  William  Hawes,  Secretary  to  the  Society,  Great  Eaflcheup, 
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Medical  Society.  This  Society  was  inflituted  in  the  year  1752,  with  a 
view  to  collect  and  publifh  medical  observations  and  enquiries.  Five  volumes  of 
this  excellent  work  have  already  been  published,  and  a  fixth  is  faid  to  be  in  the  prefs. 
The  meetings  are  held  once  a  fortnight,  on  Mondays  in  the  evening,  at  the  Mitre 
Tavern,  in  Fleet-flreet.

The  whole  is  veiled  by 
aft  of  Parliament  in  forty-two  Truftees,  viz.  twenty  Truftees  ex  officio ,  of  which 
number  are  the  Prefident  of  the  Royal  Society  and  College  of  Phylicians ;  fix  fa¬ 
mily  Truftees,  reprefenting  the  Sloane,  Cotton,  and  Harley  families;  and  fifteen 
Truftees  elefted  by  the  other  twenty-feven.

The  Royal  Society.  Bifhop  Sprat,  in  his  hiftory  of  the  Royal  Society, 
informs  us,  that  it  was  about  the  year  16^0,  “  fome  fpace  after  the  end  of  the  civil 
wars  at  Oxford,  in  the  apartments  of  Dr.  Wilkins,  at  Wadham  College,  that  the 
ftrft  meetings  were  held  which  laid  the  foundation  of  this  inftitution.”  “  The 
Univerfity — adds  the  hiftorian — had  at  that  time  many  members  of  its  own,  who 
had  begun  a  free  way  of  reafoning,  and  was  alfo  frequented  by  fome  gentlemen  of 
philofophical  minds,  whom  the  misfortunes  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  fecurity  and 
eafe  of  a  retirement  amongft  Gownfmen,  had  drawn  thither.”  The  principal 
members  of  the  infant  focicty  were,  Dr.  Seth  Ward,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Boyle,  Dr. 
Wilkins,  Sir  William  Petty,  Mr.  Matthew  Wren,  Dr.  Wallis,  Dr.  Goddard, 
Dr.  Willis,  Dr.  Bathurft,  Dr.  Chriftophcr  Wren,  and  Mr.  Rook.  The  meetings 
of  thefe  learned  and  ingenious  perfons  continued  without  any  great  intermiftion  at 
Oxford,  till  about  the  year  1658  ;  but  then  being  called  away  to  different  parts  of 
the  kingdom,  and  the  greater  number  of  them  coming  to  London,  they  ufually 
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met  at  Grefham  College,  at  the  Wednefdays  and  Thurfclays  le&ures  of  Dr.  Wren 
and  Mr.  Rook,  where  they  were  joined  by  Lord  Brounckcr,  Mr.  afterwards  Lord 
Brereton,  Sir  Paul  Neil,  Mr.  John  Evelyn,  Mr.  Hen'fhaw,  Mr.  Slingfby,  Sir 
George  Ent,  Dr.  Timothy  Clark,  Dr.  Cioone,  Mr.  Ball,  Mr.  Hill,  and  feveral 
other  gentlemen,  whole  inclinations  lay  the  fame  way.  During  the  ftatc  of 
anarchy  which  fucceeded  the^ death  of  Cromwell,  the  meetings  were  difeontinued, 
hut  took  place  again  foon  after  Ihe  Rclloration,  and  in  a  Ihort  time,  the  fociety 
became  celebrated  throughout  Europe  ;  for  the  defign  being  favoQred  by  Sir  Ro¬ 
bert  Moray,  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot,  and  Lome  other  ingenious  men,  who  had  followed 
King  Charles  II.  in  his  exile,  his  Majcfty  granted  them  a  charter,  dated  July  i^th, 
1662,  whereby  they  were  denominated  the  Royal  Society  of  London,  for  improving 
Natural  Knowledge  ;  and  made  a  body  corporate,  to  dorifift  of  a  president,  council’ 
and  fellows.  In  this  charter,  which' was  confirmed  and  enlarged  the  following 
year*  his  Majefty  declared  himfelf  their  founder  and  patron,  and  impowered  them 
to  purchafe  lands,  make  by-laws,  and*to  have  a  common  feal,  which  they  have 
liberty  to  alter  at  pleafure.  William  Lord  Vifcount  Brounckcr  was  named  in  the 
charter  to  be  the  firft  prefident,  and  John  Wilkins,  D.  D.  and  Henry  Olden- 
burgh,  Efq.  to  be  the  firfl  fecretaries.  A  treafurer  and  fevcntcen  other  members 
of  the  council  were  appointed  in  the  fame  manner.  .  r 

The  fociety  continued  to  hold  their  meetings  in  Grefham  College  for  near  the 
fpace  of  fifty  years,  when  they  removed  to  their  houfe  in  Crane-court,  Fleet-flreet, 
and  from  thence,  in  1780,  to  their  prefent  apartments  in  Somerfet-place,  in  the 
Strand.  In  1725,  they  procured  a  licence  for  purchafing  in  mortmain,  to  the, 
yearly  value  of  one  thou  fan  d  pounds.  •  '  * 

7’he  ordinary  meetings  of  the  fociety  are  weekly,  upon  Thurfday,  beginning  at 
eight  o’clock. in  the  evening,  and  continuing  about  an  hour,  at  the  diferetion  of 
the  prefident.  At  thefe  meetings',  when  the  prefident  hath  taken  the  chair,  the 
fsnior  fecretary  reads  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting,  after  which  the  junior 
fecretary  mentions  the  prefents  made  to  them  fince  the  laft  meeting,  giires  notice 
of  any  candidate  that  (lands  propofed  for  election  into  the  Society,  and  then  reads 
letters  and  papers  prefented  to  the  Society.  It  fs.ufiual  for  the  prefident  to  adjourn 
the  Society  during  the  long  vacation,  from- June  till  November,  and  likewife  for  a 
fortnight  at  Chriftmas,  Eafier,  and  Whitfuntide, 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers,  and.  the  difpofal  of  the  Copleian 
medal  *,  is  on  the  feafl  of  St.  Andrew.  After  (his  bufinefs  is  over,  the  Society 
dine  together. 

Every  perfon  to  be  defied  a  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  muff  be  recommended 
by  three  or  more  members,  in  a  paper  figned  by  themfelvcs,  and  fpecifying  the 
name,  rank,  profeffion,  qualifications,  and  the  ufual,  place  of  refidence  of  fuch 
perfon  ;  all  which  muR  be  certified  from  their  perfonal  acquaintance  with  hint. 
This  certificate,  afteu  being- read  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  one  of  the  fecre¬ 
taries,'  mull  be  fixed  up  in  the  common  meeting-room  of  the  Society,  at  ten  +  fe¬ 
veral  ordinary  meetings',  before ’the  faid  candidate  can  be  put  to  the  vote.  The 
votes  are  taken  by  ballot ;  and  no  perfon  can  be  declared  defied,  unlefs  he  have  in 
his  favour  two  thirds  of  the  number  voting.  There  mull  likewife  be  prefent  thirty- 
members  at  the  lead.  • 

*  So  called  in  honour  of  Sir  Godfrey  Copley ,  Bart,  who  bequeathed  a  fum  of  money  to 
the  Society,  theintereft  of  which  he  appointed  annually  to  be  ;difp  led  of  by  truilees  by  him 
named,  and  after  their  deceafe,  by  the  prefident  and  council  of  the  Rpy.il  Society  for  the 
time  bciny,  to  any  perfon  that’fliould  make  any  new  difeovery  in  ait  or  nature,  or  prefent 
any  paper  to  the  Society  that  ihould  be  thought  worthy  of  fuch  diftindion.

to  the  court  of  Great-Rritain,  peers,  fons  of  peers,  and  privy  counfellors  of  Great- Britain 
or  Ireland,  all  of  whom  may  be  propofed  by  any  fingle  meihber,  and  be  put  to  the  vote  for 
ele&ion  on  the  fame  day,  there  being  preient  the  competent  number  of  perfons  lor  making 

eledtious.  „ 
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Every  perfon  ele£led  a  fellow  is  required  to  appear  for  his  adtnifiion  on  or  before 
the  fourth  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Society,  after  his  eleflion,  or  within  fuch  fur¬ 
ther  time  as  ihall  he  granted  by  the  Society  or  Council,  upon  caule  fljcwn  to  either 
of  them  ;  otherwife  his  cleflion  is  void. 

The  admiflion  of  a  fellow  into  the  Society  is  in  the  following  manner  :  He  firft 
fublcribes  the  obligation  in  the  charter-book,  and  is  then  introduced  by  a  member  to 
the  prefident,  who  riles  from  his  chair,  and  taking  him  by  the  hand,  fays  to  him, 
in  the  prefence  of  the  Society,  “  I  do,  by  the  authority,  and  in  the  name,  of  the. 
Royal  Society  of  London  tor  improving  Natural  Knowledge,  admit  you  a  member 
thereof.” 

Any  perfon  reliding  in  foreign  parts,  and  not  a  fujbjefl  of  the  Britifh  dominions, 
who  is  aefirous  of  becoming  a  fellow  of  this  Society,  mu  11  have  a  certificate  in -his 
favour,  figned  by  at  lcafl  three  fellows  of  the  Society  upon  the  foreign  lid,  who 
fliall  in  fuch' ccitificate  atted,  of  their  perlonal knowledge,  that  fuch  candidatet  by 
his  philofophical  learning  and  abilities,  is  duly  qualified,  and  likely  to  become  an 
ufeful  member  of  the  Society  :  and  every  fuch  candidate  mud  have  a  certificate 
figned  by  at  lead  three  fellows  on  the  home  lid,  who  fliall  atted  the  preceding 
qualifications,  either  of  their  own  perfonal  knowledge,  or  from  the  works  or  corre- 
fpondence.  of  fuch  candidate. 

Such  certificate  fo  figned,  after  having  been  read  to  the  Society,  is  to  be  fixed 
up  in  their  public  meeting  room,  and  continue  there  from  the  30th  of  November 
to  the  30th  of  May  next  following;  and  at  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Society,  on, 
or  next  after,  the  30th  of  May,  the  foreigner  thus  recommended,  is  to  be  propofed 
to  the  Society  for  eleftion,  and  put  to  the  ballot. — This  regulation,  however,  is  not 
to  extend  to  fuch  foreigners  who,  being  at  the  time  refident,  or  having  been  refi- 
dent  in  Great-Britain,  fhall  defire.to  be  elefclcd  into  the  Society,  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner,  and  upon  the  fame  conditions,  with  the  home  members,  paying  their  admiifion- 
fees,  and  compofition-money  *. 

The  Society’s  library  is  open  two  days  in  the  week  during  the  meetings  of  the 
Society;  viz.  Monday  arid  Thurfday  in  the  morning,  from  eleven  till  two,  of  the 
clock;  and  during  the  recefTes  of  the  Society,  only  one  day  in  the  week,  namely, 
Thurfday,  from  eleven  till  two.  During  thefe  times,  the  librarian  attends  for  the 
accommodation  of  fuch  fellows  of  the  Society  as  (hall  come  to  read  the  printed 
books  or  manuferipts,  and  of  any  other  perfons  who  (hall  bring  a  written  permit, 
fion  from  the  prefident,  or  any  other  member  of  the  council,  or  who  fliall  be  in¬ 
troduced  by  a  fellow  in  perfon. 

The  Philofophical  Tranfaftions  %wcre  for  many  years  publifhed  in  numbers,  and 
the  printing  of  them  was  always,  from  time  to  time,  the  (ingle  aft  .of  the  refpehlive 
fccretaries,  till  the  year  1752,  when  the  Society  thought  fit  that  a  committee  fhould 
be  appointed  to  rcconfider  the  papers  read  before  them,  and  to  feleft  out  of  them 
fuch  as  they  fhould  judge  . mod  .proper  for  publication  in  the  future  TranfafUons. 
Hie  members  of  the  council  confiitute  a  Handing. committee  for  this  .purpofe. 
They  meet  on  the  firlt  Thurfday  of  every  month,  and,  no  lefs  than  feven  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  (of  which  number  the  prefident,  or  in  his  abfence,  a 
vice-prefident,  is  always  to  be  one)  are  allowed  to  be  a  quorum  capable  of  afling  ir\ 
relation  to  fuch  papers.  The  queflion  with  regard  to  the  publication  of  any  paper 
is  always  decided  by  the  majority  of  votcs.taken  by  ballot. 

*  Every  perfon  defied  a  fellow  oh  the  home  lift  pays  the  fum  of  five  guineas  for  admifiion- 
money,  and  is  like  wife  required  farther  to  contribute  towards  the  expences  of  the  Society, 
previous  to  his  admiflion,  either  by  paying  twenty  fix  guineas  in  lieu  of  all  future  contribu¬ 
tions,  or  by  executing  a  bond,  thereby  fubjeflicg  himfclf  to  a  payment  of  two  pounds 
twelve  (hillings  a  year  to  the  Society,  fo  long  as  he  fliall  continue  a  follow  thereof.  But  if 
the  perfon  defied  refides  beyond  fixty  miles  from  London,  lie  is  not  allowed  to  give  .bend* 
but  muft  pay  down  the  compofition-money  before  he  be  admitted,  or  his  name  be  allowed  to 
be  printed  in  the  lift  of  fellows, 
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The  Philofophical  Tranfaflior.s  arc  printed  at  the  expence  of  the  Society,  and 
each  fellow  is  entitled  to  receive  one  copy  gratis  of  every  volume  publiftied  after 
his  ad mifli on  into  the  Society.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 

Cambridge.  The  Univerfity  at  this  place  dates  its  inttitution  from 

the  year  1257.  It  confifts  of  thirteen  colleges,  and  four 
halls.  Each  college  has  its  fchool  and  library,  of  which 
thofe  of  Trinity  and  St.  John  are  the  mod  confiderable. 
The  Profeirorfliip  of  Phyfic  was  founded  in  1540;  but 
the  other  medical  chairs  are  of  a  much  more  recent  date  : 
that  of  Anatomy  dates  only  from  1702,  and  thofe  of 
Chemiftry  and  Botany  from  1707.  In  1728,  a  Profef* 
forlhip  for  Foflilogy  was  erefted  by  Dr.  Woodward, 
(famous  for  his  dilpute  with  Freind  and  Mead)  with  a 
falary  of  150  1.  a  year,  The  matter  and  fellows  of  St. 
Catharine  Hall  are  truttees  of  an  hofpital  for  the  ficlc 
and  lame  poor,  for  the  building  and  fqrnifhing  of  which 
Dr.  Addenbrooke  left  4000  1.  We  are  indebted  to  a 
very  intelligent  and  obliging  porrefpondent  for  the  foD 
lowing  fketch  of  the  medical  education  at  Cambridge. 

“  The  duty  of  Dr.  Plumptre,  as  regius  profeffor  of 
“  phyfic,  is  to  give  public  leftures  to  the  univerfity  in 
“  phyfic ;  to  take  the  part  of  an  opponent  in  the  dif- 
“  putes  held  in  the  phyfic  fchools,  and  to  read  a  differ-. 
“  tation  (called  a  determination )  upon  the  laft  queftion 
“  in  debate,  and  which  he  himfelf  had  propofed-  He 
'*  prefents  the  candidates  for  all  degrees  in  phyfic  to  the 
“  vice-chancellor  and  univerfity  affembled-  He  creates 
“  the  doftors  in  phyfic,  and  examines  for  admiffiems  ad 

pradicandum. 

“  Dr.  Collignon,  profeffor  of  anatomy,  reads  one 
“  courfe  of  lectures  every  year  in  the  anatomy  fchools, 
“  for  which  purpofe  two  fubjefls  are  yearly  fent  to  him 
“  from  London, 

“  Dr.  Pennington,  profeffor  of  chymiftry,  gives  lee- 
“  tures  in  the  chymical  fchools,  where  there  is  an  appa- 

ratus  proper  for  the  purpofe. 

“  The  Rev.  Mr.  Martyn,  profeffor  of  botany,  gives 
“  leftures  in  the  botanic  garden,  where  there  is  an  ad- 
“  mirable  colleflion  of  plants,  maintained  in  excellent 
“  order.  A  great  number  of  exotics  are  now  cultivated 
“  there  with  lltccefs,  imported  from  the  iflantls  in  the 
*■*  South  Seas,  and  other  places. 

“  Mr.  Martyn  lihewife  gives  leflures  in  the  other 
“  branches  of  natural  hijlory  ;  and  has  a  good  colleQion 
“  of  animals  and  foffils. 

“  The  Rev.  Mr.  Green,  Woodwardian  profeffor  of 
P  foffils,  has,  under  his  care,  an  excellent  colleflion  of 
E  3  “  Englifh 
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“  Englifh  foflils,  left  to  the  univerfity  by  the  late  Dr. 
“  Woodward.  He  gives  leftures  in  fofhlogy,  and  pub- 
“  lifhes  a  thefis  on  the  fubjeft  annually. 

“  A  fludent  in  phyfic  cannot  take  the  degree  of 
“  M.  B.  until  the  expiration  of  fix  years  after  his  ad- 
“  miffion,  during  which  time  he  muft  refide  nine  terms 
**  in  the  univerfity,  and  keep  two  public  difputcs,  in 
“  one  of  which  he  afts  as  refpondent,  and  in  the  other 
as  opponent.  After  having  been  five  years  a  batchelor 
(<  of  phyfic,  he  may  take  the  degree  of  M.  D.  upon 
“  keeping  three  public  difputes,  in  two  of  which  he  is 
refpondent. 

“  The  public  difputes  are  managed  thus:  The  re- 
“  fpondent  propofes  one  queftion  (which  is  a  medical 
“  propofition  admitting  of  debate)  and  the  profefTor 
“  of  phyfic  propofes  another.  The  refpondent  reads  a 
“  thefis  on  his  own  queftion,  againft  which  queftion  the 
“  profefTor  and  opponents  bring  arguments.  The  re- 
“  fpondent  defends  both  his  own  queftion  and  the  pro- 
“  feffor’s,  againft  the  profefTor  and  the  other  opponents, 
“  who  are  ftudents  in  phyfic.  The  profefTor  then  reads 
“  his  determination.  Thefe  debates  are  carried  on  in  the 
“  Latin  tongue,  and  are  attended  by  a  large  audience, 
“  amongft  whom  is  generally  the  vice-chancellor. 

“  There  are  medical  fellowfhips  in  fome  of  the  col- 
“  leges,  and  fome  exhibitions,  to  fupport  the  ftudents 
“  while  they  are  under-graduates.” 

The  academical  year  at  Cambridge  is  divided  into  the 
Lent,  Eafter,  and  Michaelmas  terms. 

The  Lent  term  begins  Jan.  13,  and  ends  April  11.

Degrees  are  conferred  in  the  feveral  faculties  annually 
on  the  firft  Tuefday  of  July,  which  is  the  Dies  Comi- 
tiorum,  or  Commencement.

The  Royal  Hospital  at  Haslar  for  the  re¬ 
ception  and  cure  of  fick  and  wounded  feamen  and  ma¬ 
rines  was  begun  in  1746,  and  finifhed  in  1762.  It  con¬ 
tains  1884  beds  for  patients,  befides  the  neceffary  apart¬ 
ments  for  the  different  attendants.  It  is  a  regitlar  brick 
building  in  the  middle  of  a  field  or  airing-ground,  of 
rear  a  mile  in  extent,  and  is  fituated  on  the  weft  fhore 
of  Portfmouth  harbour,  near  the  entrance.  It  confifts 
of  eighty-five  wards,  onp  pf  which  for  eonfumptive  pa¬ 
tients,  is  an  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  fifty  in  breadth  ; 
the  reft  are  fixty  feet  in  length  and  twenty-two  only  in 
breadth.  The  wards  for.  fmall-pox  and  other  infefhous 
fevers,  arc  in  each  wing  feparated  from  the  main  build¬ 
ing  by  a  piazza-.  Each  ward  has  its  water-clofet  commu¬ 
nicating  with  drains,  through  which  the  fea  is  made  to 
flow  at  every  tide.  Above  thefe  drains  are  cellars  that  arc 
pcrfcfUy  dry.  There  are  likewife  in  the  Hofpital  a

The  Liverpool  Infirmary  was  firft  opened 
for  the  reception  of  patients  in  1749.  It  is  advantageoufly 
liiuated  at  the  entrance  of  the  town,  and  by  means  of 
fome  late  judicious  alterations,  is  well  ventilated.  But 
the  number  of  patients  offering  for  admiflion  being 
greater  than  the  original  building  could  conveniently 
accommodate,  a  new  wing  is  now'  added.  This,  when 
compleated,  will  make  room  for  the  admiffion  of  120 
patients,  befides  keeping  one  or  two  wards  vacant  alter¬ 
nately  for  the  purpoie  of  thoroughly  cleaning  and  puri¬ 
fying  them  ;  or,  in  cafe  of  emergency,  of  admitting  a 
greater  number  of  fick.  The  Phylicians  and  Surgeons 
attend  it  gratis.

The  Liver  pool  Dispensary  *was  inftituted 
in  1778.  The  bufmefs  was  tranfafted  a  few  years  in  a 
fmall  rented  houfe  ;  but  the  great  increafc  of  patients 
rendered  a  larger  building  necefTary  :  the  governors 
therefore  purchafed  a  lot  of  ground  in  a  central  fituation 
with  refpefl  to  the  town,  and  in  17 81  erefted  thereon 
2  building,  perhaps  equal  in  elegance,  fize,  and  conve¬ 
nience,  to  any  fimilar  inftitution  in  the  kingdom  +.  The 
parifh  allows  one  hundred  guineas  annually  towards  the 
expences  of  this  charity  ;  the  reft  is  defrayed  by  volun¬ 
tary  contributions.  At  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  there 
had  been  admitted  37,580  patients,  chiefly  fuch  as  were 
*  excluded  by  the  rules  of  the  Infirmary,  from  admiflion 

there  as  in-patients.  Among  thefe  is  included  a  number 
of  difficult  cafes  in  midwifery,  which  were  attended  by 
the  Surgeons  to  this  charity.

in  17  52.  It  is  a  long  narrow  building,  fituated  on  the 
higheft  point  of  ground  about  the  town,  and  contains 
fixty-five  beds.  The  principal  wards  are  fifteen  feet 
hi and  the  largefl  of  them  do  not  contain  more  than 
thirteen  beds.  They  are  all  of  them  well  ventilated, 
and  as  a  proof  of  the  advantage  an  hofpital  derives  front 
this  circumftance,  it  is  obiervable,  that  in  the  prefent 
building,  the  number  of  deaths  has  been  only  in  the 
proportion  of  1  in  24  |  ;  whereas  in  a  Imall  crowded 
houfe,  which  was  hired  as  a  temporary  infirmary,  at 
the  firft  inftitution  of  this  charity,  it  was  1  in  18

The  num¬ 
ber  of  members  is  limited  to  fifty  ;  but  this  limitation  does 
not  preclude  any  number  of. gentlemen  difiinguifhed  for 
their  literary  or  philofophical  abilities,  and  refiding  at  fuch 
diRances  from  MancheRer  as  to  prevent  their  attendance  at 
the  ufual  meetings  of  the  fociety,  from  being  elected  hono¬ 
rary  members.  Theele&ion  of  members  is  by  ballot.  The 
officers  of  the  fociety  are  chofen  annually  on  the  lafi  Wed-, 
nefday  in  April.  A  great  number  of  valuable  effays  have 
already  Jieen  read  at  the  meetings.

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At  Bahnborough  Cafile  there  are  an  Infirmary 
for  particular  objefls,  chiefly  for  fick  and  wounded  fca- 
men;  and  a  General  Dispensary  for  the  poor, 
who  arc  here  fupplied  with  Medicines  every  Saturday  ; 
and  thofe  who  cannot  be  lufficiently  relieved  as  out-pa¬ 
tients,  or  conveniently  received  into  the  Infirmary,  are, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon  and  Matron,  ad¬ 
mitted  into  the  County  Hofpital  at  Newcallle. 

This  humane  inflitution  is  due  to  Lord  Crew’s  Trus¬ 
tees.  They  have  likewife  conftrufled  hot  and  cold 
baths,  and  a  fea-water  bath,  all  of  which  are  for  the  ufe 
not  only  of  the  patients  belonging  to  the  charity,  but  of 
any  perfons  who  will  pay  a  trifling  gratuity  for  filling 
them.  They  have  alfo  provided  an  eleftrical  apparatus, 
two  fets.of  an  apparatus  for  drowned  perfons,  and  fur- 
gical  infiruments  qf  every  kind  ;  all  of  which,  particu¬ 
larly  the  latter,  are  occafionally  lent  to  the  furgeons  in 
the  neighbourhood. 

A  blue  flag  with  an  union  quarter  is  hung  out  when¬ 
ever  the  Surgeon,  Mr.  Cockayne,  ofWooller,  attends 
at  the  Cafile. 

Mr.  Pringle,  of  Belford,  is  Affiflant  Surgeon,  but 
has  no  falary,  nor  is  his  attendance  required  except 
when  the  Surgeon  is  abfent ;  and  then  he  receives  the 
ufual  pay,  which  is  fifteen  fipHings  for  three  hours  at¬ 
tendance  every  Saturday  morning.

OXFORDSHIRE. 

Oxford.  The  University  of  Oxford  confills  of  twenty 

colleges  and  five  halls +.  Alfred  is  fuppofed  by  fome 
to  have  been  its  founder  ;  but  that  prince  appears  rather 
to  have  rellored  if,  in  an  age  of  confufion  and  ignorance, 
and  to  have  been  the  father  of  that  eflablifhment  and  fe- 
curity,  which,  notwithflanding  fome  temporary  fhocks 
and  interruptions,  it  has  maintained  ever  fince.  Alfred 
eredled  certain  fchools  or  halls,  and  afTigned  penfions  to 
the  fludents.  The  firft  college  of  the  Univerfity,  incor¬ 
porated  by  royal  charter,  W'as  that  of  Walter  de  Mettori, 
A.  D.  1274;  about  which  time,  15,000  fcholars  are  re- 
'ported  to  have  been  refident  here  :  but  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  the  Univerfity  is  faid  to  have  confifted.of 
double  that  number.  The  number  of  medical  fludents, 
however,  has  never  been  confiderable.  They  have  re- 
forted  of  later  years  to  Leyden  and  Edinburgh,  as  they 
did  formerly  to  Montpelier  and  Padua.  But  the  fob- 
following  extraft  from  the  London  Medical 
Journal,  vol.  iii.  will  fhew  that  the  prefent  medical 
profeffors  of  Oxford,  animated  with  a  liberal  zeal 'for 
reformation  and  improvement,  are  exerting  their  endea¬ 
vours  to  render  the  Univerfity  ufeful  as  a  fchool  of 
phyfic. 

“  The  Right  Hon.  George  Henry  Earl  of  Litchfield, 
“  late  chancellor  of  this  univerfity,  dying  in  1772,  be- 
“  queathed,  afteF  the  demife  of  his  lady,  the  fum  which 
“  fhould  arife  from  the  fale  of  his  houfe  in  London, 

f  Of  the  numerous  halls,  hoftels,  or  inns,  which  were  the  only  academical  hnufes  origi¬ 
nally  polTclfcd  by  the  ftudents  of  Oxford,  only  five  fubfifl:  at  prefent.  Thefe  focieties  arc 
neither  endowed  nor  incorporated.  They  are  fubjett  to  their  refpe.&ivc  principals,  whofe 
f alary  arifes  from  the  room-rent  of  the  houfe.

“  perfon  is  eligible  who  has  not  taken  a  doctor’s  degree 
M  <n  phyftc  at  leaft  five  years  before  fuch  eleftion  ;  ajid 
“  by  theflatutes,  drawn  up  by  the  prefent  truflees,  he  is 
“  required  to  give  conftant  daily  attendance,  with  the 
“  pupils,  on  certain  fele£l  patients  in  the  Infirmary,  and 
“  twipe  in  each  week  to  read  a  leflure  on  their  cafes, 
“  during  the  winter  months,  from  the  beginning  of  No- 
“  vember  to  the  latter  end  of  March.  Dr.  Parfons  was 
"  unanimoufly  defied  the  far  ft  profeifor  in  1781.  This 
“  eftablifhment  was  intended  by  the  founder  for  the  pro- 
11  motion  of  the  ftudy  of  phyfic  in  Oxford  ;  and  that  his 
**  great  defign  may  not  be  fruftrated,  the  Convocation 
11  have  abridged  the  time  required  for  taking  degrees  in 
“  phyfic,  one  year  after  admiftion  to  regency  in  arts, 
“  (inftead  of  three)  being  now  fufficient  for  the  degree 
“  of  batchelor  of  phyfic,  and  three  years  from  the  de- 
“  gree  of  batchelor  to  that  of  do£lor,  inftead  of  four,  as 
“  formerly.  The  phyficians  refident  in  the  place  have 
“  given  their  afi^ftance  to  the  defign.  Dr.  Parfons  con- 
“  tinues  to  read  two  courfes  in  anatomy  every  year. 
“  Dr.  Wall  reads  two  courfes  in  chemiftry.  A  couife 
“  of  leflures  on  the  praflice  of  phyfic  will  next  year  be 
11  read  by  Dr.  Vivian,  and  on  phyiiology  by  Dr.  Smith. 
“  The  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw  teaches  botany,  and  Dr.  Auftin 
“  delivers  mathematical  leflures,  The  number  of  fiu- 
“  dents  in  phyfic  is  already  much  increafcd,  and  they 
“  have  formed  themfelves  into  a  Me  DiC/tL  Society, 
“  which  has  regular  weekly  meetings  during  the  winter 
“  months,  and  of  which  Martin  Wall,  M.  D.  is  preli- 
dent,  and  William  Atifiin,  M.  B.  vice-prcfident.” 
Among  the  colleges  of  Oxford,  we  fhall  content  our- 
felves  with  noticing  Univerfity  College,  and  Chrift’s 
Church  College,  as  being  both  of  them  indebted  to  the 
munificence  of  medical  men  ;  the  former,  to  Dr.  Rad- 
cliffe,  and  the  latter,  to  Dr.  Lee.  Dr.  Radcliffe  be¬ 
queathed"  *  the  fum  of  five  thoufand  pounds  towards 
erefling  the  mailer’s  lodgings,  which  take  up  the  eaft, 
and  part  of  the  north  fide  of  the  College,  iheiame 
phyfician  fettled  600 1.  per  annum  on  the  College  for

pie  is  called  Sochi  s,  not  that  he  was  a  fellow;  but  being  fenior  fcholir,  had  the  fame  prm- 
U  r2j,  though  not  an  equal  revenue,  with  the  fellows. 
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two  travelling  fcllowfhips  *.  The  fellows  are  required 
to  be  at  leaf!  regent  mailers  of  arts,  and  receive  30°^* 
per  annum  each  for  ten  years,  five  of  which  are  (pent 
abroad  in  obferving  the  Hate  of  foreign  phyfic,  &.C.  A 
ftatue  of  the  doftor  is  placed  in  a  niche  over  the  gate, 
on  the  infidc  of  the  eaftern  court  of  the  college. 

Chrill’s  Church  College  was  founded  by  Cardinal 
Wool  fey  ;  but,  among  the  numerous  benefaflors  to  it 
fince  his  time,  we  find  the  name  of  the  late  Dr.  Lee, 
who  bequeathed  twenty  thoufatid  pounds  for  the  lupport 
of  fevcral  new  inflituuons  in  the  College  ;  one  of  thefe 
is  an  anatomical  febool,  with  an  ample  fiipend  for  a 
leflurer. 

It  would  lead  us  into  too  long  and  tedious  a  digref- 
fion,  to  deferibe  all  the  public  buildings  of  the  Univer- 
fity  ;  we  (hall  therefore  only  mention  fome  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  ones  in  a  fummary  way  ;  as  the  Radcliffe  and  Bod¬ 
leian  libraries,  the  Theatre,  Alhmolean  Mufeum,  Cla¬ 
rendon  Printing-houfe,  &c. 

The  Radcufff.  Library  is  fo  named,  in  ho¬ 
nour  of  its  founder,  who  bequeathed  40,000!.  t  for  that 
ptirpofe,  and  likewife  tool,  per  annum  for  the  pur- 
chafe  of  books ;  and  an  annual  falary  of  150I.  to  the 
librarian,  who  is  nominated  by  the  great  officers  of 
flate.  The  firft  Hone  of  this  fumptuous  edifice  was  laid 
in  June  1737,  and  the  whole  building  completed  in 
*747- 

The  Bo  d  i.e  ian  Library  takes  its  name  from  Sir 
Thomas  Bodley,  who  may  juflly  be  confidered  as  its 
founder,  the  colleflion  of  books  till  his  time  having 
been  final  1,  neglcftcd,  and  of  liitle  value.  This  liberal- 
minded  perfon,  in  the  account  of  his  life  written  by  him- 
felf,  after  giving  us  the  motives  of  his  retiring  from 
court,  and  choofing  a  private  life,  goes  on  thus  : 
“  Whereupon  examining  exaftly  for  the  reft  of  my  life 
“  what  courfe  I  might  take,  and  having  fought  (as  I 
“  thought)  ail  the  ways  to  the  wood,  to  feleft  the  moft 
“  proper,  I  concluded  at  thelaft  to  fet  up  my  ftaff  at  the 
11  library-door  in  Oxon,  being  thoroughly  perfuaded, 
“  that  in  my  folitude  and  furceafe  from  the  common- 
“  wealth  affairs,  I  could  not  bufy  myfelf  to  better  pur- 
“  pofe,  tlian  by  reducing  that  place  (which  then  in 
“  every  part  lay  ruined  and  wafte)  to  the  public  ufe  of 
“  ftudents.  For  the  effefling  whereof,  I  found  myfelf 
“  furnifhed,  in  a  competent  proportion,  of  fuch  four 
“  kinds  of  aids,  as  urilefs  i  had  them  all,  there  was  no 
“  hope  of  good  fucccfs.  For  without  fome  kind  of 
“  knowledge,  as  well  in  the  learned  and  modern 
“  tongues,  as  in  fundry  oiher  forts  of  fcbolaftig  litera-

“  fure  to  follow  fucli  a  work,  it  could  but  have  proved 
“  a  vain  attempt  and  inconfideratc.”  Camden,  ('peak¬ 
ing  of  this  undertaking,  fays,  it  was  a  talk  fuited  to  the 
dignity  of  a  crowned  head.  ’

under  it,  was  built  by  Sir  Thomas,  who  furniftied  the 
whole  with  a  collcftion  made  with  prodigious  care  and 
expence.  He  likewife  affigned  an  eflateoF  two  hundred 
pounds  per  annum,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  librarian  *, 
&c.  and  the  fupport  of  a  public  fund  for  the  library, 
adding  a  body  of  flatutes  J,  for  the  regulation  of  his 
new  inftitution.  The  original  flock  has  been  greatly 
enriched  by  the  acceffion  of  many  valuable  collections  of 
manuferipts,  particularly  Greek  and  Oriental;  befides 
large  additions  of  choice  and  ufel ul  books,  from  various 
benefaflors. 

I  he  .Theatre,  (in  which  are  celebrated  the  public 
afls,  and  the  annual  commemoration  of  benefaflors  to 
the  Univerfity,  on  the  2d  of  July,  inftituted  by  the  late 
Lord  Crewe,  Bifhop  of  Durham,  with  fome  other  fo- 
lemnitiesj  was  erefted  from  the  defigrf  of  Sir  C.  Wren  in 
1693,  at  the  expence  of  Archbifhop  Sheldon,  then 
chancellor;  who  having  bellowed  15,000 1.  on  building 
it,  endowed  it  with  2000  1.  to  puichafe  lands  for  its 
perpetual  repair.  When  the  Univerfity  is  affembled  in 
tins  building,  the  Vice-chancellor,  with  the  two  Proc¬ 
tors,  are  feated  in  the  center  of  the  femicircular  part; 
on  each  hand  are  the  young  noblemen  and  doCtors ;  the 
Mailers  of  Ai  ts  in  the  area.  The  reft  of  the  Uni¬ 
verfity,  -and  ftrangers-  of  both  fexes,  are  placed  in  the 
galleries. 

The  Ashmoi.ean  Museum  was  founded  by  Elias 
Afhmole,  Efq.  who,  in  1677,  made  an  offer  to  bellow 
upon  the  Univerfity  his  collection  of  natural  bodies,  to¬ 
gether  with  his  coins  and  manuferipts,  on  condition  that 
they  fhould  erefl  a  building  for  their  reception.  This 
offer  was  accepted,  and  the  building  finiftied  in  1682, 
under  the  conduct  of  Sir  Chriftophcr  Wren.  Many  va¬ 
luable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Mufetim  fince  its 
-firft  foundation  ;  and,  among  others,  the  collections  of 
Martin  Liflcr,  M.  D.  of  Dr.  Plott,  and  Mr.  Edward 
l.lvwd,  its  two  firft  keepers,  the  Reverend  William 
Borlafe,  Bifhop  Gibfon,  Thomas  Brathwaite,  Efq.  &c. 
Befides  the  room  in  which  the  curiofities  are  repofited, 
there  are  three  finall  libraries;  the  firft,  called  Alh-

That  eight  r.verfcers  or  vifitors  ot  the  Library,  (viz.  the  ^  res- 
chanccilor  and  Pruftors,  the  three  profcflbrs  of  divinity,  Jaw;'  and  phyfic,  and  the  two 
regius  profelfors  of  Hebrew  and  Greek)  lhall  be  appointed  to  intjwtl  the  Hare,  both  of  the 
building  and  the  bosks,  the  behaviour  of  the  keeper,  &c.  annual. y  on  the  Sth  of  Novem¬ 
ber ;  and  that  on  the  vifitation-dSy,  forty  (hillings  lhall  be  allowed  to  be  expended  on  a 
dinner  or  fnppcr  for  the  vifitors  ;  and  that  gloves  (hall  be  prefeuted  to  them  by  the  beadle, 
viz.  feven  pair  of  ten  (hilling,  the  pair  to  the  five  profelfors  and  two  proCtars,  and  one  pair 
•-.f  twenty  (hiliinge  price  to  the  vice-chancellor,  I  efidcs  forty  (hillings  in  money  to  cadi  ot 
the  pfoctois,  and  twenty  nobles  to  the  vice-chancellor. 
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mole’s  Study',  contains  the  printed  books  and  manu- 
feripts  of  the  founder,  and  likewife  the  mannferipts  of 
Sir  W.  Duodale,  author  of  the  Monaflicon  ;  the  [ccond 
is  that  of  Dr.  Li  Her ;  and  the  lull  that  bf  Anthony 
Wood. 

TheCr arendon  Printing-housf.  is  a  magni¬ 
ficent  ftru&ure,  and  was  built  in  1711,  by  the  profits 
arifing  from  the  fale  of  Lord  Clarendon’s  Hiflor.y  of  the 
Rebellion  ;  the  copy  of  which  had  been  prefented  to  the 
Univerfity  by  his  two  fons,  the  Lords  Clarendon  and 
Rochefier. 

The  Physic  Garden,  which  is  fituated  to  the 
fouth  .of  Magdalen  College,  contains  live  acres.  It  was 
founded  by  the  Earl  of  Danby  in  1632.  The  ground  is 
divided  into  four  quarters.  At  the  entrance,  on  the 
right  and  left,  are  two  neat  and  convenient  grecn- 
houfes,  flocked  with  a  valuable  colledlion  of  exotics. 
The  quarters  are  filled  with  Inch  plants  as  grow  naturally. 
Without  the  walls  on  the  call  is  an  excellent  hot-houfe. 
This  garden  was  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Sherrard,  who 
alligned  3000 1.  for  the  maintenance  of  a  profefTor,  and 
has  been  rendered  famous  by  the  writings  of  Morrifou, 
Bobart,  and  Dillenius  :  after  the  death  of  the  latter,  in 
1747,  the  prefent  ptofclfor  was  nominated' by  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Phyficians,  •  in  whom  all  future  nominations  arc 
veiled. 

The  Academical  Year  is  divided  into  the  four  terms 
following,  viz.

EDINBURGH. 

THE  UNIVERSITY. 

This  Inflitution  dates  from  1583,  but  at  firfl,  in  this,  as  in  all  the  oilier  Colleges! 
of  Scotland,  only  divinity,  fchool-philofophy,  and  the  languages,  were  taught. 
The  firft  medical  profeffors  inflituted  at  Edinburgh,  were,  Sir  Robert  Sibbald,  and 
Dr.  Archibald  Pitcairnc,  in  1685.  Thofc  gentlemen,  however,  were  only 
titular  profeffors;  and  for  thirty  years  after  that  period  a  few  letlureson  plants  and 
chemiftry,  and  once  in  two  or  three  years  the  difTeftion  of  a  human  body,  was 
all  that  was  done  by  way  of  teaching  phyiic  in  this  metropolis.

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It  was  about  the  year  1720  that  a  plan  was  firft  fet  on  foot  to  eftublifh  a  School 
of  Phyfic  here  in  imitation  of  that  at  Leyden.  At  that  time  the  late  Dr.  .Alexander 
Monro  being  appointed  profclTor  of  anatomy  and  furgery,  began  a  corn  le  of  lec¬ 
tures  on  thofe  fubjefts  ;  as  did  Dr.  Alflon  on  tlie  materia  medica  and  botany. 
Dr.  Rutherford  was  foon  afterwards  appointed  to  teach  the  practice  of  phyfic, 
and  Dr.  Sinclair  and  Dr.  Plummer  the  theory  of  phyfic  and  cbemiftry.  i'he 
inffitution  of  an  infirmary  gave  rile  to  the  clinical  leflures,  and  fince  that  time 
this  univerfity  has  gradually  rilen  to  be  one  of  the  moil  celebrated  fchools  of  phyfic 
in  Europe. 

Of  late  years  the  number  of  ftudents  has  feldom  been  lefs  than  one  thoufand, 
about  four  hundred  of  whom  have  ufually  been  engaged  in  the  ftudy  of  phyfic. 

The  medical  clafTes  are  opened  on  the  lafl  Wednefday  of  Offober,  and  clofed  at 
the  beginning  of  May.  During  this  winter  feffion,  as  it  is  called,  all  the  feverai 
branches  of  phyfic,  botany  excepted,  are  taught  by  their  refpeSLive  profeffors.  Cli¬ 
nical  leclures-'are  likewile  read  twice  a  week  by  two  of  the  profeffors.  During  tire 
fummer  fpffion,  which  begins  in  May,  and  ends  in  Augufi,  there  are  le&ures  on 
botany  *,  and  likewife  clinical  and  midwifery  lectures. 

The  fludent  pays  three  guineas  to  each  of  the  profeffors,  whofe  leftures  he  attends 
for  the  feflion  ;  three  guineas  to  the  infirmary  for  the  privilege  of  attending  the 
practice  of  phyfic  and  furgery  there  during  the  fpace  of  one  year;  and  a  farther 
fum  of  three  guineas  if  he  attends  the  clinical  leftures,  no  perfon  being  allowed  to 
rifit  the  clinical  wards,  unlefs  he  has  previoufly  entered  himfelf  as  a  pupil  at  the  in¬ 
firmary.  The  fum  of  half  a  crown  t  paid  at  his  matriculation  entitles  him  to  the 
life  of  the  library,  where  he  may  either  attend  to  read  three  days  in  the  week,  when 
it  is  opened  and  well  aired  for  the  convenience  of  the  ftudents,  or  he  may  take  any 
number  of  books  to  his  own.  apartments,  on  depofiting  a  fum  equivalent  to  their 
value  in  the  hands  of  the  librarian,  which  fum  is  returned  to  him  when  he  brings 
the  books  back. 

There  are  annually  two  public  days,  one  in  June,  and  the  other  in  September, 
for  conferring  degrees,  which  in  this  as  in  the  other  Scotch  uuiverfities,  are  only 
thofe  of  Mafter  of  Arts  and  Doctor. 

The  Botanic  Garden  J,  which  maybe  confidered  as  an  appendage  to 
the  univerfity,  is  fituated  at  a  fmall  diflance  from  Edinburgh,  on  the  weft  fide  of  the 
foot  walk  to  Leith.  It  confifts  of  five  acres,  and  was  planted  about  thirteen  years 
ago. 

In  the  eaft  divifion  is  a  large  area  called  the  School  of  Botany ,  where  the  plants 
are  fyftematically  arranged.  On  each  fide  of  this  area  are  placed  the  officinal 
plants,  fhrubs,  and  trees.  This  divifion  contains  about  2000  fpecics  of  plants. 

The  weft  divifion,  of  which  the  confcrvatories  ||  and  bafon  of  water  form  the 
center,  affords  an  irregular  agreeable  plantation,  called  the  Syl./a  Botanica .  The 
principal  aim  here  has  been  to  proteft  the  tender  plants  by  a  proper  arrangement  of" 
hardv  trees,  and  fo  to  place  thofe,  ihat  at  leaft  one  of  every  fpecies  may  be  feen  inf 
the  ferpentine  walk  around  this  divifion. 

Among  the  fcarce  exotics  fuccefsfully  cultivated  in  this  garden,  wc  fhnll  content' 
ouifelvcs  with  enumerating  the  following:  The  Caira  \  from  the  Eaft  Indies,  a

cver-green  from  Florida  ;  Alflrocmeria  Colinl'onia  Didymas  not  defcribed  by 
LirinEus;  the  Banana,  which  has  produced  ripe  fruit;  the  tea-tree,  which  has 
been  tn  full  flower ;  the  moving  plant,  the  feeds  of  which  were  fent  home  by  Mr. 
Kerr,  furgeon  at  Dacca;  and  laflly,  fever.al  Abyffinian  plants',  the  feeds  of  which 
were  given  to  Profeflor  Hope,  by  the  celebrated  Mr.  Bruce.

The  ROYAL  COLLEGE  of  PHYSICIANS.  ' 

The  Phyficians  of  Edinburgh  were  formed  into. a  college  by  King  Charles  II.  in 
t68i.  The  charter  granted  to  them  for  that  purpole  was  ratified  by  the  parliament 
of  Scotland  in  1685. 

By  this  charter  and  ratification  they  were  enjoined  to  vifit  all  the  Apothecaries 
fbops  within  the  city  and  liberties  of  Edinburgh,  at  lead  twice  a  year,  and  deflroyr 
all  infufficient  and  corrupted  drugs.  This  part  of  their  duly  however  lias  been  long 
ncgleffed. 

The  college  had  formerly  a  meeting-room  near  the  Cowgate  Port,  but  this  being 
in  a  ruinous  Hate,  they  have  lately  crefted  a  magnificent  hall  in  the  New  Town. 
The  extent  of  this  building  is'about  eighty  feet  in  front.  In  the  under  floor  are 
lodgings  for  a  Librarian  and  Porter,  and  fome  other  apartments.  The  fecond  floor 
conlifls  of  four  apartments,  one  of  which  is  intended  for  the  ordinary  meetings  of 
the  college;  but  the  principal  apartment  is  defigned  for  the  library  ;  this  room  is 
fifty  feet  in  length;  thirty  in  breadth,  and  twenty  in  height,  and  is  furrounded  on 
three  fides  by  a  gallery.  The  college  has  a  good  colleffion  of  medical  and  philo- 
fophical  books,  the  greateft  part  of  which  were  the  property  of  Dr.  Wright  of  Ker- 
fie,  upon  whofe  death  a  donation  was  made  of  them  to  the  college  by  his  heir,  in 
confequence  of  an  inclination  exprelfed  by  the  deeeafed  to  that  effeft. 

There  are  five  Hated  meetings  of  the  college  every  year.  One  of  thefc.  is  the 
annual  meeting  on  the  firfi  Thurfday  after  the  feaft  of  St.  Andrew,  for  the  ele&iori 
of  officers.  On  this  occafion  the  college  begins  with  choofing  feven  Elcftors,  who 
are  to  conflitute  the  council  for  the  enfuing  ye.1r.  'Ihefe  Electors  retire  to  a 
ieparate  apartment,  and  there  nominate  a  Prelidcnt,  two  Cenlors,  a  Secretary, 
Treafurer,  Fifcal,  and  Librarian.  This  election  is  then  announced  to  the  college,

The  quarterly  meetings,  for  the  admiflion  of  Licentiates,  eleftion  of  Fellows, 
and  other  bufinefs,  are  held  on  the  firft  Tuelday  of  February,  May,  Auglift,  and 
November.  The  Prefldcnt  has  likewife  a  diferetionary  power  of  fummohing  the 
college  together  whenever  he  thinks  fit.  No  perfon  can  be  defied  a  Fellow  unlcls 
he  has  been  previoufiy  admitted  'a  Licentiate  of  the  college,  and  by  a  law  lately 
enabled  by  the  college,  no  Licentiate  can  be  promoted  to  a  Fellowfhip  who  praftifes 
midwifery  orfurgery.  The. Licentiates  are  entitled  to  praflife  within  the  liberties 
of  the  city,  l;ut  are-  not  fummoned  to  the  meetings  of  the  college.  Doflors  of  phyfic 
in  either  of  the  Scotch  univerfities  are  entitled  to  a  licence,  merely  on  paying  the  fees, 
which  amount  to  about  55 1.  Graduates  of  other  univerfities  are  required  to  undergo 
an  examination,  at  which  all  the  fellows  have  a  right  to  aflift.  In  the  eleflion  of  a 
Licentiate  to  a  Fellowfhip,  it  is  required  that  he  fhall  be  propofed  at  a  quarterly 
meeting  by  one  of  the  Fellows.  This  motion  being  duly  feconded,  is  to  be  determined 
at  the  next  enfuing  quarterly  meeting  by  ballot.  A  majority  of  votes  is  fufficient  for 
the  eleflion  of  the  candidate.

The  ROYAL  COLLEGE  of  SURGEONS. 

The  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh  were  incorporated  by  the  Magiflrates  of  that  City,  fo 
early  as  the  year  1505.  This  incorporation  was  afterwards  confirmed  and  new  privi¬ 
leges  granted  to  them  by  a  charter  in  the  reign  of  King  William  III.  They  have 
lately  been  incorporatecl  anew  by  a  charter  dated  March  14,  1 77O,  under  the  name 
of  the  Royal  Co  l  le  ge  of  Su  rge  o  n  s.  By  this  charter  they  are  empowered 
toeflublifha  fund  for  the  widows  and  children  of  their  members*. 

The  fons  of  members,  or  thofe  perfons  who  have  ferved  an  apprenticefhip  of  five 
years  to  a  Surgeon  in  Edinburgh,  are  admitted  of  the  College  on  paying  the  admiflion 
fees,  which  are  confiderable.  Perfons  who  are  not  of  this  defcription,  are  required 
to  undergo  a  previous  examination. 

All  the  Surgeons  in  Edinburgh  praftife  as  Apothecaries,  and  no  perfon  is  allowed 
to  praffil'e  Surgery  or  Pharmacy  in  Edinburgh  till  he  has  been  admitted  of  this 
College ;  nor  in  the  {hires  of  Edinburgh,  Berwick,  Fife,  Peebles,  Selkirk  and 
Roxburgh,  till  he  has  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  members  thereof.

The  Royai.  Infirmary  of  Edinburgh,  inllitmcd  in  1736,  and  opened 
for  the  reception  of  patients  in  1741.  The  wards  are  large,  and  well  ventilated 
and  as  fom'c  of  them  are  always  kept  empty,  for  the  fake  of  their  bein^  well  aired’ 
the  number  of  patients  in  the  houfe  at  one  time  fcldom  exceeds  one  hundred  and 
eighty.  From  very  accurate  reports  it  appears,  that  the  number  of  deaths  in  this 
liolpilal  fince  the  year  1741  has  been  in  the  proportion  of  t  in  23. 

In  the  attic  flory  is  a  Ly  i  n  g-i  n  War  d,  fourteen  feet  high.  It  has  ten  windows 
in  it,  and  contains  as  many  beds.  That  this  ward  may  be  fufficiently  purified  every 
year,  no  patients  are  admitted  into  it  from  the  middle  of  July  to  the  12th  of  Novem¬ 
ber.  Noncare  received  at  any  time  but  fuch  as  will  fubmit  to  be  delivered  by  the 
lludents. 

Two  finall  wards  (one  for  men  and  the  other  for  women)  arc  fet  apart  for  thofe 
patients  who  are  to  be  the  fubjefts  of  the  Clinical  Lectures.  Thcfe  are 
vifited  every  day  by  one  of  the  Clinical  Lefturers,  l'o  that  the  lludents  have  an  op^ 
portunity  of  noting  the  progrefs  of  each  cafe,  and  twice  a  week  a  Clinical  Lefture 
is  delivered  in  the  Infirinary.

The  Public  Dispensary,  inftituted  in  1776,  for  the- relief  of  fuch  poor 
patients  as,  from  the  nature  of  their  complaints,  are  improper  objefts  for  anhofpital, 
is  fupported  by  fubfeription,  and  by  medicine  money  colle&ed  from  the  fludents 
who  attend  the  cafe  leftures.  This  charity  mud  be  the  more  ufeful,  as  the  Royal 
Infirmary  has  no  eftablifhment  for  the  relief  of  out-patients.  The  two  following 
Phyficians  attend  it  gratis  every  Tuefday  and  Friday,  at  one  o’clock.

The  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY. 

About  the  yeaV  1731,  the  ProfefTors  of  Phyfic  and  forrie  other  gentlemen  of  the 
medical  profeffion  at  Edinburgh,  formed  thcmi'elves  into  a  loeiety  for  collefling  and 
publifhing  medical  elTays.  The  firfl  volume  made  its  appearance  in  1732)  but  the 
members  becoming  remifs  in  their  attendance,  the  care  and  trouble  of  compiling 
thofe  effays  fell  almoft  wholly  upon  the  late  Dr.  Monro. 

The  Medical  was  fucceedcd  by  the  Philofophical  Society,  which  is  formed  upon 
the  more  extenfive  plan  of  including  all  the  different  branchesof  natural  knowledge, 
and  the  antiquities  of  Scotland.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  were  interrupted  by 
the  rebellion  in  1 745,  but  revived  again  in  1752;  and  in  1754  they  publilhed  the 
fiill  volume  of  their  collection,  under  the  title  of  EJfays  and  Obfervations  Pkyfical 
and  Literary.  Two  other  volumes  have  fince  made  their  appearance,  and  a  fourth 
is  faid  to  be  in  fome  forwardnefs.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  are  held  every 
month,  and  at  thefe  meetings  the  members  are  expected  to  deliver  papers  by  rota¬ 
tion.  After  a  paper  has  been  read,  twxa  members  are  appointed  to  examine  and 
deliver  in  a  written  report  in  regard  to  it,  at  the  next  meeting.

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The  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 

This  inflitution  appears  to  have  been  coeval  with  the  eflablifhment  of  a  regular 
fchool  of  phyfic  in  the  univerfity.  Dr  Fothergill,  Dr.  Hunter,  Dr.  Culleq,  and 
others  of  the  moll  eminent  phyficians  in  Britain,  were  among  the  firft  of  its  mem¬ 
bers.  None  of  its  records,  however,  of  an  earlier  date  than  1 737  are  now  preferved. 
Since  that  time  the  greater  part  of  the  medical  Oudents  at  the  univerfity,  who  have 
diflinguifhed  themfelves  by  their  induftry  or  diligence,  have  been  members  of  this 
inflitution.  101778  the  fociety  was  honoured  with  a  charter,  dated  at  St.  James’s, 
the  14th  of  December  of  that  year.  By  this  charter  the  members  of  the  fociety  are 
formed  “  into  one  body,  politic  and  corporate,  or  legal  incorporation,  under  the. 
name  and  title  of  the  Medical  Society  of  Edinburgh  !,  and  as  fuch, 
and  by  fuch  name,  to  have  perpetual  endurance  and  fucceffion.” 

At  the  meetings  of  the  fociety,  which  are  held  every  Saturday  evening  during  the 
winter  feafon,  papers  on  medical  fubje&s  are  delivered  by  the  feveral  members  in 
rotation.  Four  of  the  members  are  elefted  every  year,  to  fill  the  chair  in  rotation, 
with  the  title  of  Annual  Prefidents.  The  meetings  of  the  fociety  are  now  held  in 
their  own  hal I7  on  which  they  have  expended  a  thoufand  pounds.  This  building 
was  opened  on  the  26th  of  April,  1776.  Befides  an  apartment  for  the  weekly  meet¬ 
ings,  it  contains  a  room  for  their  library,  and  a  repofitory  for  curious  fubjefts  in 
natural  hiftory  and  anatomy. 

The  eleftion  of  ordinary  members  is  by  ballot.  Three  diflentient  votes  are  fuf- 
ficient  to  rejefl  a  candidate.  When  an  ordinary  member  has  delivered  in  a  certain 
number  of  papers,  or  has  conciliated  the  good  opinion  of  the  fociety  in  any  other 
manner,  they  ufually  eleft  him  an  honorary  member.  This  eleftion  is  likewife  by 
ballot ;  and  the  votes  in  this  cafe  mud  be  unanimous.  The  perfon  thus  elefted  an 
honorary  member  receives  a  diploma  (a  diftinflion  not  granted  to  ordinary  members) 
and  continues  to  have  a  vote  at  the  meetings,  and  to  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  the 
ordinary  members  ;  but  is  freed  from  the  obligation  of  attendance,  delivering  in 
papers  in  rotation,  &c.  to  which  the  latter  are  fubjefl.  Some  few  gentlemen  have 
been  honoured  with  honorary  diplomas  by  the  fociety,  without  having  ever  been 
elecled  ordinary  members.  . 

The  following  lift  contains  the  names  of  all  thofe  who  have  been  admitted  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  fociety  from  Nov.  26,  1737,  to  March  4,  1780.  fhe  reader  will  at 
once  perceive  that  many  of  the  perfons  are  dead,  whole:  names  are  here  recorded. 
"We  at  firft  intended  to  have  printed  the  names  of  deceafed  members  in  Italics,  but 
having  found  it  impoffible  for  us  to  do  this  with  fufficient  accuracy,  we  have  given 
the  lift  in  the  fame  form  in  which  it  was  printed  by  the  fociety  in  177°-  rhe 
additions  f.nce  that  time  are  from  a  written  lift,  in  which  our  correlpondent  has 
omitted  to  mark  the  gentlemen  who  have  been  elefted  honorary  members,  or  annual 
prefidents,  fince  the  year  17 70.

SECTION  II. 

IRELAND. 

DUBLIN. 

The  Royal  College  of  Phyjicians. 

Previous  to  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  the  Pbyficians  of  Dublin  were  not  incor¬ 
porated,  nor  any  College  eflablifhed  ;  and  the  praaice  of  Phyfic  was  chiefly  en- 
groffed  by  empirics  and  mountebanks.  To  remedy,  in  fome  meafure,  this  abtife, 
the  King,  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  his  reign,  granted  letters  patent  of  incorpora- 
tion,  with  many  privileges;  but  their  jurifdiaion  did  not  extend  more  than  /even 
miles  round  the  city. 

In  1692,  Sir  Patrick  Dun,  Knt.  M.  D.  at  that  time  Prefident  of  the  College, 
petitioned  King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  to  grant  fuch  a  charter  to  the  College 
as  would  extend  their  jurifdiaion  in  medical  affairs  over  the  kingdom,  and  impower 
them  more  eHeftuallv  to  remedy  all  abufes,  and  to  contribute  to  the  advancement  of 
the  pro’feffion.  This  petition  was  granted,  and,  on  delivering  up  their  old  Letters 
Patent,  they  received  the  charter,  by  which  they  are  now  regulated,  with  the  ufual 
privileges  of  perpetual  fucceOion,  purehafing,  &c. 

The  number  of  fellows  is  limited  by  the  charter  to  fourteen  +,  from  amongfl  whom 
are  annually  cholen  a  Prefident  and  four  Cenfors.  The  Prefident  may  appoint  any 

f  Hitherto,  however,  it  has  feldom  exceeded  eight  or  nine. 


one 
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one  of  the  Cenfors  Vice-Prefident.  On  a  vacancy,  any  Phyfician  who  is  a  Doftor 
of  Phyfic,  may,  on  fubmitring  to  an  examination,  be  elefted  a  Fellow.  But  this 
is  not  ufual  with  the  College;  as  the  Fellows  arc  generally  Doflors  of  Phyfic  ot 
Trinity  College,  and  are  entitled  to  be  immediately  admitted  without  any  examina¬ 
tion,"  the  election  of  a  Fellow  being,  in  general,  a  matter  of  form,  and  not  of 
examination. 

The  College  poffefs  a  power  of  compelling  all  Phyficians,  except  thofe  who  are 
graduates  of  Dublin,  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  under  the  penalty  of  tol.  a  month, 
or  imprifonment,  to  fubmit  to  an  examination,  and  take  out  a  licence,  in  order  to 
qualify  them  to  praftife  in  Dublin.  This  ffatute  however  has  never  been  put  in 
execution. 

As  there  is  no  regular  courfe  of  leftures  on  Phyfic  given  in  the  College,  there 
are,  of  courfe,  no  fludents  defigned  for  the  proieffion,  that  do  not  go  to  Paris, 
Leyden,  or  Edinburgh  tofinifh  their  Rudies,  and  there  take  their  degrees. 

In  1711,  Sir  Patrick  Dun  bequeathed  an  eflate,  as  a  foundation  for  eflablifliing  a 
Profefforfhip  of  Phyfic  in  the  College  of  Phyficians  in  Dublin.  This  eflate  has 
fince  fo  rifen  in  value,  as  at  prefent  to  bring  in  upwards  of  800I.  a  year. 

In  T747,  an  aft  of  Parliament  was  obtained  for  erefting  three  ProfcfTolfhips  on 
this  foundation,  inflead  of  one,  to  be  i n ti tied  the  King’s  ProfefTorlbip  of  Phyfic, 
the  King’s  Profcflor  of  Surgery  and  Midwifery,  and  the  King’s  Profeffor  of  Phar¬ 
macy  and  Materia  Medica. 

The  mode  of  elefting  thefe  profeffors  is  as  follows : 

On  the  death  or  refignation  of  any  of  the  three  Profeffors,  the  Examinators,  who 
are  the  Provofl  of  Trinity  College,  the  Profeffor  of  Phyfic,  the  Prefident  of  the 
College  of  Phyficians,  and  the  two  elder  Cenfors,  are  obliged  to  give  notice,  in  the 
London  and  Dublin  Gazettes,  that  fuch  a  Profefforfhip  is  vacant;  and  that  any 
Doftor  of  Phyfic,  in  any  univerfity,  may  become  a  candidate,  on  giving  in  his  name 
to  the  Provofl  eight  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  eleftion. 

The  Examinators,  after  taking  an  oath  of  doing  impartial  juftice  to  the  candidates, 
examine  them  at  three  different  times,  on  the  different  parts  of  phyfic  ;  each  exa¬ 
mination  continues  for  two  hours,  and  the  candidate  that  appears  to  anfwer  beft  to 
the  major  part  of  the  examinators,  is  clefted  profeffor. 

No  Roman  Catholic  can  be  a  candidate,  nor  any  perfon  who  enjoys  another  pro¬ 
fefforfhip. 

The  duty  of  the  Profeffors  is  annually  to  read  public  leftures  in  Latin,  three 
feveral  days  in  the  week,  on  the  theory  and  praftice  of  Phyfic,  Surgery,  Mid¬ 
wifery,  Pharmacy,  and  the  Materia  Mcdica  ;  the  leftures  to  continue  from  the  firfl: 
of  November  to  the  lad  day  of  April.  In  cafe  of  mifbehaviour  or  negleft,  the 
Prefident  and  College  of  Phyficians  are  empowered  to  difplace  any  Profeffor. 

After  perufing  this  account  pf  Sir  Patrick  Dun’s  Protefforfhips,  the  reader  will 
douhtlcfs  be  not  a  little  aftonifhed  on  being  told,  that  although  few  medical  chairs  are 
more  amply  endowed,  and  no  inflitutions  could  tend  more  effeflually  to  the  public 
advantage,  yet,  that  hitherto  they  have  been  mere  finecures ;  fo  that  .the  laudable 
and  benevolent  intentions  of  the  founder  have,  as  yet,  proved  of  no  kind  of  utility, 
cither  to  the  ffudent  of  Phyfic,  or  to  the  public. 

The  confequcncc  is,  that  inflead  of  having  a  refpcftable  fchool  of  Phyfic  in  Dub¬ 
lin,  in  which  the  different  parts  of  Phyfic  fliould  be  regularly  taught  the  fludents 
gratis,  the  Irifh,  at  a  great  expence,  are  obliged  to  fend  their  Tons,  defigned  for 
Phyficians,  to  foreign  univerfities,  in  order  to  obtain  that  abroad,  which  the  libe¬ 
rality-  of  Sir  Patrick  Dun  has  fo  amply  provided  for  them  at  home.

The  Surgeons  of  Dublin,  fince  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  have  been  incor- 
oratcd  with  the  company  of  Barbers.  Repeated  applications  have  been  made  to 
'arliamcnt,  to  procure  an  aft  of  incorporation  for  the  Surgeons  ;  but  notwithdand- 
igthe  example  of  the  mod  polilhed  nations  in  Europe,  every  attempt  to  diffolve 
lis  abfurd,and  difgraceful  union  has  hitherto  been  unfuccefsful.  The  correfpondent 
>  whom  we  arc  indebted  for  this  account,  obferves,  that  “  from  the  long  continued 
oppredion  Ireland  has  uniformly  laboured  under,  and  the  Iridi  having  no  incentive 
to  promote  their  indudry,  the  Arts  and  Sciences  may  be  laid,  comparatively 
fpcaking,  to  be  here  only  in  their  infancy.  v 

“  As  there  is  no  didinft  corporation  of  Surgeons,  fo  there  is  no  regular  mode  of 
furgical  education  ;  and  any  man  who  choofes,  may  follow  the  profedion  :  the 
confequcncc  of  which  is,  that  Dublin  is  crowded  with  irregulars  of  every  fpecics, 
as  Dcntids,  Oculids,  and  Mcn-midwives,  who  feldom  have  ferved  any  time, 
except  to  Pharmacy.  It  may  calily  be  conceived  what  injury  the  public  mult 
fudain  from  fuch  an  hod  of  irregulars.  , 

“  The  only  edeemed  regular  method  in  Dublin,  of  educating  a  young  man  to 
Surgery,  is,  by  indenting  him  for  five  years  to  a  Surgeon.  After  ferving  his 
time,  he  is  conddered  as  a  Surgeon,  and  may  commence  praftitioner. 

“  The  Hofpitals,  although  numerous,  are,  in  general,  poor,  and  far  from  being 
well  provided  for;  mod  of  them  depending  on  a  precarious  fubfeription.” 

With  view  to  correft  fome  of  the  evils  fo  very  judly  complained  of  by  our 
rrefpondent,  and  to  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  Surgery  in  Ireland,  fcvcral 
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gentlemen  of  the  profeflion  have  lately  formed  themfelvcs  into  a  Society,  called 

the  Dublin  Society  of  Surgeons.

The  Phyfician  vifits  the  out-patients  Mondays  and  Fridays, 
and  the  in-patients  Tuefdays  and  Saturdays.  One  of  the  Surgeons  attends  every 
day  in  rotation,  and  both  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  attend  gratis.

A  large  commodious  building  has 
lately  been  erefted  by  the  Governors,  at  upwards  of  2000I.  expence.  The  Phy¬ 
ficians  and  Surgeons  attend  gratis,  having  refigned  to  the  Hofpital  the  bounty  of 
100I.  annually  paid  to  them  by  Government.

The  Medicine  Chancery. 

This  is  one  of  the  many  inffitutions  for  which  the  Ruffians  are  indebted  to 
Peter  the  Great.  That  Prince,  when  in  Holland,  became  acquainted  with 
Dr.  Erlkine,  a  Seotch  phyfician,  who  returned  with  him  to  Ruffia,  where  the  Em¬ 
peror  appointed  him  his  Archiater  and  Direftor  General  of  all  Phyficians,  Surgeons, 
and  Apothecaries,  within  that  vaft  empire  ;  and  likewife  Chancellor  of  a  new  court, 
called  the  Medicine  Chancery,  by  which  every  thing  relating  to  the  diffe¬ 
rent  branches  of  phvfic  is  regulated.  This  court  confiffs  of  a  Chancellor  or  Prcfi- 
dent,  a  Vice-prcfident,  two  Secretaries,  and  fcveral  under  Secretaries,  &c.  The 
bufinefs  of  the  Vice-prefident  is  to  attend  the  Chancery  twice  a  day,  and  receive 
reports  from  the  different  provinces  of  the  empire,  and  from  the  fleet  and  army. 
He  is  to  inform  the  Chancellor  of  whatever  happens,  and  to  take  his  direftions, 
and  iffuc  out  orders  accordingly.  There  is  one  chancery  at  St.  Peterfburgh  and 
another  at  Mofcow  ;  the  one  is  fubordinate  to  the  other  as  the  court  happens  to  be 
at  cither  of  thofe  places.  Upon  extraordinary  occafions  a  certain  number  of  Phy¬ 
ficians  and  Surgeons  are  convened  by  the  Prcfldent. 
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No  perfon  is  fullered  to  praflife  in  RulTiii  till  he  1ms  been  examined  by  tms  Chan¬ 
cery,  and  procured  a  written  teflimonial  of  his  qualifications  If  any  unlicenfed 
prafclitioner  prefumes  to  prefcribe  or  adtninifier  medicines,  he  is  liable  to  fuller  the 
knoute,  to  be  fent  to  the  gallies  during  pleafure,  and  to  forfeit  all  he  is  worth,  one 
half  of  which  goes  to  the  Emprefs,  and  the  other  to  the  informer. 

No  Apothecary  is  allowed  to  give.  medicines  without  orders  from  a  Phyfician  or 
Surgeon.  At  every  Apothecary’s  fliop  a  Surgeon  is  appointed  with  a  fufficient  falary, 
to  attend  daily  two  hours  forenoon  and  afternoon,  and  if  the  patients  are  not  able  to 
pay  for  the  medicines,  they  are  placed. to  the  Emprefs’s  account.  The  Apothecaries 
receive  all  their  drugs  from  the  Chancery,  and  are  in  fa6I  employed  by  government; 
there  are  indeed  fome  few  private  Apothecaries,  but  thefe  are  as  much  fubjetl  to 
the  rules  of  the  Chancery  as  the  others. 

It  is  a  regulation  eflablifhed  in  Rullia,  that  every  Surgeon,  whether  in  the  fervice 
or  not,  fhall  in  difficult  cafes  call  for  the  advice  of  a  Phyfician  or  fenior  Surgeon; 
nor  is  anv  Surgeon  allowed  to  perform  an  operation  on  a  patient  without  having  pre- 
vioufly  had  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  filch,  if  poffible  to  be  procured.  If  this 
regulation  is  neglefted,  and  the  patient  dies,  or  has  reafon  to  complain  of  his  treat¬ 
ment,  the  Surgeon  is  puniflied.  When  there  is  difficulty  or  danger,  even  Phylicians 
are  obliged  to  apply  for  the  advice  of  others.

Hofpitals.  1 

There  are  two  Inrge  hofpitals  at  St.  Peterffiurgh,  both  erefted  bv  Peter  the  Great. 
One  is  for  the  army,  and  the  other  for  the  navy.  They  arc  contiguous  to  each  other, 
and  form  three  fides  of  a  very  large  fquarc.  In  the  middle  of  the  fide  facing  the  Neva 
is  a  handfome  church  for  the  ufe  of  both  hofpitals.  The  building  is  two  tlories  high, 
and  covered  galleries  go  quite  round  it.  Each  hofpital  has  an  anatomical  theatre, 
large  enough  tocontain  three  hundred  perfons,  and  a  diffefting-room  adjoining  to  it. 
Each  hofpital  is  attended  by  feveral  Phylicians,  a  principal  Surgeon,  five  Surgeons 
in  ordinary,  ten  Surgeons-mates,  and  twenty  fludents.  There  are  likewife  profeffors 
of  phyfic,  forgery,  and  anatomy,  belonging  to  each  hofpital,  and  a  profefTor  of 
botany  who  inftrufts  the  fludents  of  both.  /_  ' 

The  medical  fervice  in  thefe  and  in  every  other  hofpital  in  the  Ruffian  empire, 
is  condufled  in  the  following  manner  :  Every  morning  at  fix  o’clock  a  bell  is  rung 
to  warn  the  Phylicians  and  Surgeons  to  get  ready ;  at  feven  it  rings  again  to  fummon 
them  to  repair  immediately  to  the  ward  where  the  patients  requiring  furgical  treat¬ 
ment  are  kept.  From  this  the  Surgeons  proceed  with  the  Phylicians  through  all  the , 
remaining  wards.  The  Surgeons-mates  write  down  in  a  day-book  what  the  Phy- 
ficians  prefcribe  for  each  patient,  and  after  all  the  patients  have  been  vifited;  go  with 
the  fludents  to  the  Apothecary’s  fhop,  where  they  attend  till  the  medicines  are  pre¬ 
pared,  carry  them  to  the  refpeflive  wards,  and  exhibit  them  as  was  direfled.  One 
of  the  Surgeons  in  ordinary  is  obliged  to  be  conllantly  in  the  hofpital ;  the  reft  of  the 
Surgeons  may  attend  their  private  patients,  but  mull  return  at  feven  o’clock  in  the 
evening;  but  the  mates,  not  being  fullered  to  praflife,  and  the  fludents,  can  go  no 
where  from  the  hofpital  without  leave  from  the  principal  Surgeon. 

Reports  of  the  number,  of  fick  entered,  cured,  dead,  and  remaining,  with  the 
names  of  the  different  difeafes,  arc  fent  to  the  Medicine  Chancery  every  week.  If 
a  complaint  is  made  either  of  the  Phylicians,  Surgeons,  or  Surgeons-mates  for 
non-attendance  a  finglc-day,  a  month’s  pay  is  deducted  from  their  falary;  and  on 
thofc  wl||>  bear  no  rank,  corporal  punifhmcntis  inflifled.  If  any  of  the  attendants 
give  any  other  medicines,  meats, or  drink  to  a  patient,  than  what  arc  ordered  by  the 
Phyficians  or  Surgeons,  they  undergo  a  l’evcrc  whipping. 

The 
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The  Imperial  Academy  of  Sciences,  was  inflituted  by  Peter  the  Great, 
whoere&ed  a  magnificent  building  for  this  purpofe.  This  edifice  was  burnt  down 
in  1746,  but  mold  of  the  books  and  curioftties  it  contained  were  faved,  and  it  was 
foon  afterwards  rebuilt.  Ruy  felt’s  colleftion  is  in  one  of  the  galleries.  A  catalogue 
of  the  mufeum  belonging  to  the  academy  was  publiflted  in  1741  in  two  vols.  8vo. 

This  academy  has  Profelforfhips  liberally  endowed  by  the  founder,  for  teaching  the 
different  fciences.  Their  tranfatfions  are  publifhed  annually  in  4to.  under  the  title 
of  Novi  Commentarii  Academia  Imperialis  Pctropolitana .

COPENHAGEN*. 

TheRoYAL  College  of  Physic  ians.  This  inllitution  may  be  confidered 
as  a  court  etlablifned  by  government  for  the  regulation  of  the  praftice  of  phyfic  in  the 
Danifh  dominions.  It  is  confulted  by  the  government  on  all  matters  relative  to  phy- 
lic,  and  it  takes  cognizance  of  all  abufes  committed  by  medical  praftitioners. 

No  perfon  is  allowed  to  praftice  phyfic  or  furgery  without  having  gone  through  a 
regular  courfe- of  Study,  and  fubmitting  to  a  public  examination  in  phyfic,  furgery, 
and  midwifery.  Apothecaries  and  midwives  are  likewife  examined  by  the  college 
before  they  can  obtain  a  licence.  No  patents  are  granted  for  the  dillribution  of 
Empirical  medicines,  which  are  prohibited  under  fevere  penalties.

Befides  the  above-mentioned  there  are  the  Public  Hospital  for  incurables, 
arid  the  diftrefled  poor  of  all  ages ;  Christians  Hospital  for  invalids  and 
fuperannuated  foldiers ;  and  Sr.  John’s  Hospital  for  lunatics  and;,venereal 
patients. 

There  is  a  public  inftitution  in  Copenhagen,  (fomewhat  fimilar  to  the  difpenfaries 
in  London)  for  attending  the  poor  at  their  own  houfes,  and  furniftiing  them  with 
medicines.  The  government  defrays  the  whole  of  the  expence,  and  likewife  em¬ 
ploys  three  phyficians,  three  furgeons,  and  feveral  afliftants  in  the  bufinefs  of  the 
inftitution.  In  every  diftritl  in  Denmark  a  phyfician  and  furgeou  are  appointed  and 
paid  by  the  King  to  give  afliflance  to  the  poor,  and  to  take  care  that  the  regulations  of 
the  college  of  phyficians  are  duly  oblerved.  They  likewife  give  reports  to  the 
college  when  any  epidemic  dilcafe  makes  its  appearance  in  their  diftriff.

“  who  each  man  in  his  place  acls  tlie  part  of  an  opponent  till  an  hour  be  fpent  ; 
“  then  is  he  admitted  by  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  having  obtained  the  approbation 
“  of  the  ReBor  Magnijicus  and  the  refl  of  the  ProfelTors,  to  the  degree  of  Doflqr, 
“  and  receiveth  their  diploma  as  a  teflimonial  of  his  due  performance  of  ail  the  afore- 
“  mentioned  exercifes. 

“  This  in  fhort  is  the  manner  of  taking  degrees  privately,  but  if  more  publicly, 
“  then  the  perfon  that  takes  his  degree  is  oppofed  by  non-graduates  in  that  faculty, 
“  and  the  profefTors  of  phyfic  with  the  refl  of  the  profelTors  fit  by  as  judges.” 

Befides  the  two  modes  of  graduation  (public  and  private)  mentioned  by  Dr. 
Goodall,  there  is  a  third,  ex  more  majorum,  as  it  is  called,  which  is  praftifed  only 
rarely,  on  particular  occafions,  when  the  univerfity  is  aHembled  in  the  great  church. 
There  was  a  meeting  of  this  fort  in  1774  at  the  time  of  the  jubilee,  at  which  thte 
fladtholder,  the  foreign  minifters,  nobility,  &c.  alfilted.  On  that  occafion  degrees 
were  conferred  in  the  feveral  faculties  ex  more  viajontm. 

The  library^,  which  is  open  twice  a  week  for  the  ufe  of  the  fludents,  contains  a 
great  number  of  books  and  MSS.  and  amongfl  others  the  famous  manufeript  of 
Rhazes  on  the  Small-pox,  which  was  formerly  borrowed  by  Dr.  Mead,  and  fince 
by  Mr.  Channing.  The  univerfity  have  lately  purchafed  the  library  of  VVepfeP, 
who  is  well  known  to  the  medical  world  by  hisTIilloria  Apopleflicorum. 

The  botanic  garden  here  has  long  been  famous.  Boerhaave,  Adrian  Van  Royen, 
and  the  prefent  profelTor,  have  all  contributed  to  enrich  and  improve  it.  The  plants 
are  arranged  according  to  Van  Royen’s  fyftem. 

The  medical  ProfelTors  begin  their  leftures  in  September,  and  continue  them  till 
the  end  of  June.

(not  more  than  three  hundred)  are  in  the  phyfic  line.  The  degrees  granted  here 
are  thofe  of  Licentiate  or  Bachelor  of  Phyfic,  and  Doftor.  No  perfon  can  praftife 
in  the  Au (Irian  Netherlands  without  being  a  Licentiate  of  this  univerfity,  but  the 
number  of  Doftors  is  very  limited,  feldom  exceeding  three  or  four,  who  compofe 
what  is  called  the  Facultas  StriEla.  Thefe  gentlemen  pay  a  very  confiderable  fum 
(upwards  of  300I.)  on  their  admiffion,  and  as  it  is  they  who  examine  candidates 
for  a  licence,  from  each  of  whom  they  receive  confiderable  fees,  they  are  very 
cautious  how  they  increafe  their  number. 

There  is  a  fmall  bofpital  here,  but  none  of  the  Students  are  permitted  to  attend 
it  till  they  have  been  three  years  at  the  Univerfity.

The  Univerfity  of  Paris,  according  to  M.  Goulin,  dates  its  inflitution  from  th* 
year  1 180.  It  confifls  at  prefent  of  the  four  faculties  of  Divinity,  Civil  Law, 
Phyfic  and  the  Arts,  each  of  which  forms  a  diflinft  corps.  In  order  to  praflife 
phyfic  at  Paris,  it  is  requifite  either  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Faculty,  or  Phyfician  to 
the  Royal  Family,  or  fome  of  the  Princes  of  the  Blood.  The  Members  of  the 
Faculty  are  filled  Doclors  Regent-,  one  of  them  is  chofen  every  year  to  the  office  of 
Dayev,  or  Prefident, 'and  five  others  are  annually  elefted  to  deliver  leflures  in  Latin 
on" Pathology,  Phyfiology,  Chemiflry,  Materia  Medica,  and  Surgery.  Thefe  lec¬ 
tures  begin  the  firfl  week  in  Odlober.  The  fchools  belonging  to  the  Faculty  are  at 
prefent  in  the  rue  Saint  Jean  de  Beauvois.  Six  Members  of  the  Faculty  meet  there 
every  Monday  morning  at  ten  o’clock,  to  preferibe  gratis  to  poor  people  for  two 
hours.

The  College  of  Surgeons.  In  France,  as  in  other  parts  of  Europe,  the 
Surgeons  were  formerly  united  with  the  Barber-Surgeons.  The  celebrated  Ambrofc 
Par6,  in  the  fecond  Edition  of  his  Traitc  des  plaics  d'arquebufe,  printed  at  Paris  in 
1551,  {files  himfelf  Barber-Surgeon  ( Barbier-Chirurgicn ).  In  1731,  the  two  pro- 
feffions  were  feparated,  artd  the  Academy  of  Surgfery  was  founded  the  year  follow 
Jng,  by  Louis  XV.  The  honour  of  this1  institution  is  chiefly  due  to  the  late  MeWeurs 
Marefchal  &  la  Peyronie.  .  The  latter  bequeathed  to  this  college,  and  to  that  at 
Montpelier,  almoft  the  whole  'of  his  efiate,  which  was  conf&erable.'  A  very 
elegant  building  has  lately  been  erefted  for  the  ufe  of  this  Company,  at  a  little  dif- 
tance  from  the  old  fchools  of  Surgery.  In  this  building  are  apartments  for  the  ufe 
of  the  Academy  of  Surgery;  a  Laboratory;  a  fmall  Infirmary  containing  fix  beds 
for  patients  labouring  under  any  fingular  difeafe  requiring  Surgical  treatment;  an 
Amphitheatre  for  le&ures,  capable  of  accommodating  a  thoufand  fludents ;  a 
library,  &c. 

In  order  to  be  admitted  of  this  College  it  is  neceffary  to  haw,  ferved  five  years 
with  one  of  the  Members,  to  have  taken  the  degree  of  M.  A.  in  foine  French  Uni- 
Verfity;  to  undergo  a  number  of  examinations  in  Latin,  and,  lafily,  to  defend  a 
Thefis  in  the  public  fchools.  The  firft  Thefis  defended  in  Latin  upon  fuch  an  oc- 
cafion,  was  in  1749,  by  M.  Louis  the  prefent  Secretary  to  the  Academy. 

Befides  the  Surgeons  6f  Paris,  there  are  a  certain  number  of  perfons  licenfed  by 
this  College,  under  the  title  of  Experts,  as  Oculifts,  or  Dentifls,  or  Curers  of  Her¬ 
nias.  Thefe  perfons  mufl  have  ferved  at  leaf!  two  years  under  a  Maftcr  Surgeon, 
and  mufl  fubmit  to  be  examined  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  praftice.  They  arc 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  300  livres,  if  they  affume  the  title  of  Surgeon,  or  praflife  in 
any  other  branch  of  the  art  than  that  for  which  they  are  licenfed.  They  are  only  to 
flile  iheinfelves  Experts  Oculijles,  D entires,  ou  Hcrniaires. 

The  number  of  Mader  Surgeons  belonging  to  this  College,  (all  of  whom,  a?  we 
obferved,  are  Ordinary  Members  of  the., Academy)  is  at  prefent  188.

Indituted  in  1577.  In  order  to  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  College,  the  candi¬ 
date  mull  have  taken  the  degree  of  M.  D.  in  foine  reputable  univerlity,  and  have 
praftifed  at  leaf!  four  years  in  a  city  or  walled  town.  He  mud  likewife  undergo  two 
public  examinations,  one  on  the  theory,  and  the  other  on  the  praftice  of  phyfic,  in 
the  prefence  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  Attorney-General,  and  the  Magidrates 
of  the  city.  The  fubjebts  for  thefe  examinations  are  drawn  by  lot,  by  the  Licute-  ' 
nant-Governor,  a  number  of  written  papers  being  put  into  a  hag  for  that  purpofe, 
and  the  candidate  is  obliged  immediately  to  difeourfe  on  them  in  Latin,  after  which 
he  is  interrogated  by  the  members  of  the  College,  and  is  admitted  or  rejebled  by  the 
majority  of  votes. 

Some  of  the  members  are  elefled  annually  to  give  leflures  in  the  Town-houfe  on 
chemidry,  botany,  anatomy,  and  furgery.  The  elded  member,  refident  at  Lyons, 
has  the  title  of  Doyen  or  Prefident.

The  Surgeons  of  Strafburgh  have  long  been  formed  into  a  com¬ 
pany  ;  their  flatutes  and  privileges  were  confirmed  by  Louis  XIV,  Their  number

Apothecaries.  By  a  very  old  law,  which  is  very  ftriftly  obferved,,  the 
number  of  Apothecaries  fhops  in  Strafburgh  is  never  to  exceed  fix.  Each  of  thefe 
fhops  is  private  property,  and  when  the  proprietor  is  unwilling  or  incapable  of 
carrying  on  the  bufinefs  of  an  Apothecary  hitnfelf,  he  may  appoint  one  to  aft  in 
his  name,  under  the  title  of  Adminifrator.  This  Adminiflrator  however  muft  be  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  the  Faculty  of  Phyfic,  Two  of  the  fix  fhops  are  at  prefent  managed 
by  Adminifirators.  One  of  the  two  is  the  property  of  Profeflor  Spielmann,  to  whom 
it  has  devolved  by  inheritance;  his  Adminiflrator  is  Mr.  Leipold;  the  other  belongs 
to  a  minor,  and  is  managed  by  Mr.  Haguenau.

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ITALY. 


There  arc  Colleges  of  Phyficians  in  Rome,  Turin,  and  fome  other  cities  in  Italy, 
but  in  fmall  towns  and  villages,  the  Phyficians  are  paid  by  a  tax  on  the  inhabitants 
at  the  rate  of  about  two  (hillings  for  each.  Thele  appointments  are  called  Condottas. 
If  a  village  is  too  fmall  to  fupport  a  Phyfician,  two  or  three  others  are  joined  with 
it,  to  form  a  Condotta  ;  and  their  common  Phyfician  is  enabled  to  keep  a  horfe,  a 
mule,  or  a  carriage.  If  on  the  other  hand  the  place  is  too  large  for  one  Phyfician, 
the  corporation  has  more  than  one  falary  to  appoint,  and  more  than  one  Condotta 
to  difpofe  of.  The  fmalleft  Condottas  bring  in  about  thirty,  and  the  largeft  fevehty 
or  eighty  pounds  a  year,  and  almoft  all  the  families  of  a  Condotta,  whether  they 
have  occafion  for  their  Phyfician  or  not,  fend  him  fome  little  prefent  at  Chriftmas 
and  Eafter.  Surgeons  are  appointed  to  Condottas  in  the  fame  manner  as  Phyficians. 
As  for  Apothecaries,  there  are  none  but  in  great  cities,  and  even  in  them,  their 
number  is  fmall.  They  are  not  allowed  to  preferibe,  but  any  body  that  chufes  it 
may  fet  up  for  one  after  undergoing  the  ufual  examinations.

Madrid. 

The  Phyficians  of  Madrid  are  not  incorporated.  The  praftice  of  phyfic  in  that 
city  and  throughout  Spain  is  regulated  by  a, court,  inflamed  for  that  purpofq,  called 
the  Protomedicato.  This  Tribunal  confifis  of  the  King’s  firfl  Phyfician  and  fome 
others.  No  Phyfician  is  allowed  to  pra&ife  till  he  has  been  examined  and  approved 
of  by  the  Protomedicato. 

The  only  Medical  Leisures  given  at  Madrid  are,  a  few  on  anatomy  and  botany, 
that  are  occafionally  delivered  at  the  Hofpital  and  Botanic  Garden. 

Of  the  twenty-two  Spanifh  Univerfities,  the  principal  ones  are  thofe  of  Sala¬ 
manca,  Valadolid  and  Alcala,  in  each  of  which  are  three  medical  profeflors. 

There  is  no  College  of  Surgeons,  or  fcliool  of  Surgery  at  Madrid,  but  a  perfon, 
in  order  to  be  admitted  to  praflife,  mud  have  attended  an  hofpital,  or  ferved  under 
a  mailer  Surgeon  four  years,  and  be  approved  of  by  the  Protomedicato.
